EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, October 7th, 1861. } 

By virtue of the power confided by the Constitution to the 
Executive of the State, and deeming the occasion an extra¬ 
ordinary one, requiring an earlier session of the Legislature 
than is appointed by law; therefore, I, A. B. Moore, Gov¬ 
ernor of the State of Alabama, do hereby issue this my 
proclamation convening the General Assembly of the said 
State, to meet at Montgomery, the Seat of Government, on 
Monday the 28th day of October, inst. 

I n testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand, and 
caused the great seal of the State to be affixed at 
Montgomery, this 7th day of October, A. D. 1861, 
and of the I ndependence of the Confederate States 
of America, the first year.

SENATE CHAMBER, Oct. 28th, 1861. 

Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has adopted the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the House of Representatives be informed 
that the Senate is organized and is now ready to proceed to 
business. 

Also, the following: 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed by the 
President, to act with a like committee on the part of the 
House, to inform the Governor that the two Houses are or¬ 
ganized and are ready to receive any communication he may 
have to lay before them. Messrs. Rice, Groce and Walker 
are the Senate committee.

Resolved, That the J udiciary Committee be required when 
appointed, to inquire and report to this House as soon as 
practicable, whether the Legislature has the constitutional 
power to authorize citizens of this State engaged in the mili¬ 
tary service of the Confederate State's to vote out of the 
counties of their residence in the election of members of 
Congress, and election for President and Vice President.

Resolved, That the Rules of this House, at its last session, 
be adopted as the Rules for the government of the present 
session, until otherwise altered or amended.

Resolved, That the Door-keeper be authorized to appoint 
two messengers, at a pay of one dollar per day each, during 
the session. 

Mr. Martin, from the joint committee to wait on the Gov¬ 
ernor, reported that the committee had discharged that duty 
and that the Governor would directly lay a communication 
before the two Houses. 

The following message was received from the Governor, 
by Mr. Albright, his Private Secretary: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, Ala., October 28th, 1861. } 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The Constitution provides that "on extraordinary occa¬ 
sions, the Governor may convene the General Assembly, at 
the Seat of Government." Under this authority, my procla¬ 
mation, calling an extraordinary session of the Legislature, 
was issued. 
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It is proper that you should be advised as to the reasons 
which induced this action on the part of the Executive. 

The 28th section of article 3d of the amended Constitu¬ 
tion, provides, that "the General Assembly shall meet an¬ 
nually on such day as may be provided by law, and may 
continue in session not more than thirty days." It was ap¬ 
parent that the legislation made necessary by the present 
condition of the State, and of the Confederacy, could not be 
perfected within thirty days, and that a called session would 
be necessary, either in advance of, or at the close of the 
regular session. It was deemed expedient that the Legisla¬ 
ture should be convened at this time, for reasons which will 
hereafter appear. 

Congress, at its last session, passed an act entitled "An 
act to authorize the issuance of Treasury notes, and to pro¬ 
vide a war-tax for their redemption." 

The fourth section of this act declares, that" a war-tax 
shall be assessed, and levied, of fifty cents upon each hundred 
dollars in value," of the various subjects of taxation therein 
enumerated. 

The fifth section requires that a chief collector shall be 
appointed for each State, whose duty it shall be to divide 
the State into convenient districts and appoint collectors 
therefor. These collectors are required to make the assess¬ 
ment by the first of November next. 

The twenty-fourth section is in the following words : 

" SEC. 24. If any State shall, on or before the first day of 
April next, pay, in the Treasury notes of the Confederate 
States, or in specie, the taxes assessed against the citizens of 
such State, less ten per centum thereon, it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to notify the same to the 
several tax-collectors in such State, and thereupon their au¬ 
thority and duty under this act shall cease." 

Should the State determine to pay the amount of taxes 
that may be assessed, as provided in the act of Congress, by 
the first day of April next, the ways and means of doing so 
should be determined on at as early a day as practicable. 

This proposition, made to the States by the Confederate 
government, presents for your consideration a very grave 
question, and one which is by no means free from difficulties. 
The deduction of ten per centum from the gross amount of 
taxes assessed, is a strong inducement for the State to avail 
herself of the benefit of the act. I n addition to this, our 
people would be relieved from the calls of the Confederate 
tax-collector, which is no ordinary consideration. 
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This proposition on the part of the Confederate States is 
not an invasion of the rights of the States, as some have 
supposed, but is rather a concession to the States, as it per¬ 
mits them to do that which they have no right to do without 
the consent of the Confederate government. The argument 
on the other side of this question, both as to principle and 
policy, presents very serious difficulties. The rights and 
powers of the States, and of the Confederate government, 
are plainly and distinctly marked out, and it is always safest 
and best for each government to exercise those powers, and 
perform those duties which legitimately belong to it, even 
though there be no constitutional difficulty in the way. The 
States should never concede to the General Government 
the exercise of powers not delegated in the Constitution; 
and they should never, except in cases of absolute necessity, 
consent to exercise powers, or to perform duties, which do 
not properly belong to them. As a general rule it is dan¬ 
gerous in its tendencies, and precedents of this character are 
to be avoided. 

The collection of this tax by the State, would be an oner¬ 
ous and unpleasant duty, as it imposes upon the State the 
necessity of enforcing the laws of the Confederate govern¬ 
ment against her own citizens, provided it should become 
necessary to do so. 

Again, if the State determines to pay the tax to be levied 
by this act, by the collection of the money from the tax pay¬ 
ers, it will be onerous and oppressive, as the State and Con¬ 
federate tax must both be collected at the same time, and 
will amount, according to the best estimate I can make, to 
about two millions three hundred thousand dollars in the 

aggregate-about three times the amount of the present 

State tax. 

After the most thorough investigation of this question, I 
conclude that the State ought not to pay this tax, if to do so 
it be necessary to collect the amount from the people by the 
first of April next. But if the General Assembly in its wis¬ 
dom can devise a plan by which it can be paid without col¬ 
lecting it from the people, in the present condition of the 
country, I recommend that it be done. There is no finan¬ 
cial measure that would extend greater relief to our people. 

It may be that this important object can be effected by 
suspending, for the present, the appropriations for educa¬ 
tional purposes, and all others not indispensable for main¬ 
taining the State government; by the aid of the banks, the 
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sale of State bonds, and the issue, to some extent, of treas¬ 
ury notes. 

With these suggestions, I submit the question for your 
consideration. 

BANKS. 

Under the provisions of an act approved February 2d, 1861, 
entitled "an act to legalize the suspension of specie pay¬ 
ments by certain banks of Alabama," these banks have paid 
into the State treasury the several amounts required by said 
act, upon the terms and conditions therein specified, viz : 


The Central Bank of Alabama. $191, 500 

" Commercial Bank " . 106,400 

" Eastern Bank " . 63,850 

Making a total of.$361,750 


On the 12th day of September last, the Bank of Mobile, 
the Southern Bank of Alabama, and the Northern Bank of 
Alabama, at my suggestion and request, suspended specie 
payments ; which subjected them to the provisions of the 7th 
section of the act referred to. They promptly complied with 
said provisions, so far as required, and placed to the credit 
of the Treasurer of the State the following amounts : 


The Bank of Mobile. $219,150 

" Southern Bank of Alabama. 112,800 

" Northern " . 81,400 

Making a total of. $413,350 

These banks in February last purchased bonds of the State, 
and paid therefor in specie funds the following amounts: 

The Bank of Mobile. $100,433 34 

" Southern Bank of Alabama. 100,433 34 

" Northern " " . 25,000 00 


As these banks have with great promptness responded to 
my request to purchase the bonds of the State, I deemed it 
but just to them to deduct the amount of bonds purchased 
by them from the amount the suspension act required them 
to pay into the treasury. I therefore recommend that the 
amount so taken by each of these banks be considered as so 
much paid under the suspension act, and that they be re¬ 
quired to exchange the bonds purchased by them, and upon 
which the interest is payable semi-annually, for the bonds 
provided for in said act, upon which the interest is payable- 
annually. 

I also recommend that interest be allowed to all the banks 
from the date of the payments by them respectively, of the 
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amounts required by the act legalizing their suspension, And 
that the time for the resumption of specie payments by them 
be extended. 

It is manifest that the assistance of banks is indispensable 
in furnishing means to aid the State and the Confederacy in 
the great contest in which they are now engaged ; and it is 
equally clear that they cannot continue to extend that aid if 
compelled to resume specie payments, as required by law. 

These banks having suspended for the purpose of furnish¬ 
ing pecuniary aid to the State, and at the request of the 
Executive, and as the State must rely upon them for further 
assistance, it is proper, in my opinion, that they be allowed 
interest on their money, to be paid when they resume specie 
payments. 

STATE BONDS.

This statement shows that the State is indebted to the 
banks for almost the entire amount of money procured under 
the authority of the Legislature for prosecuting the war. 

It is well known that in times of peace I have regarded 
banks as a necessary evil, but in the present exigencies of 
the country, experience compels me to regard them as a 
public necessity. It is due to the Central Bank to state, 
that under an act of the last session of the General Assem¬ 
bly, authorizing the Governor to borrow one hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars to pay the members and officers of the Legisla¬ 
ture and of the Convention, and for the payment of printing, 
&c., that bank loaned said sum to the State, in addition to 
the sums above specified. 

Whilst it is proper that the necessary restrictions should 
be thrown around these institutions, I feel assured that none 
will be imposed by you detrimental to the public interest, 
when their aid is so much needed. 
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For the condition of the banks, I refer you to the report 
of the commissioners. 

The Bank of Selma, a free banking institution, purchased 
$27,000 of the semi-annual State bonds, and has manifested 
a liberal disposition to aid the State in her emergencies. 

As the State and the Confederacy will need assistance from 
every source from which it can be procured, I recommend 
that this Bank be authorized to suspend specie payments 
upon the terms, conditions and restrictions imposed upon 
the other banks, so far as may be practicable.

The above statements exhibit the amounts in the civil 
and military departments on the 30th of September, the end 
of the fiscal year, and also on the 22d of October thereafter. 

For the details of receipts and disbursements you are re¬ 
ferred to the reports of those faithful public officers, the 
Comptroller and Treasurer. 

The two hundred thousand dollars borrowed from the 
banks to purchase army stores, will become due in J anuary, 
1862. I recommend that, with the consent of the banks, 
said debt be extended. Should this not be done, provision 
must be made for the payment of said sums. 

FOREIGN DEBT. 

Mr. Whiting, commissioner and trustee of the State Bank 
and Branches, has provided for the payment of the interest 
on the foreign debt, for the present year. 

It is desirable that these bonds should be paid at maturity ; 
but the public, exigencies require that all of our monied re¬ 
sources be reserved to meet the necessities of the State. I 
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therefore recommend the passage of an act authorizing and 
providing for the renewal of the bonds, and the extension of 
the debt, for such length of time as the Legislature may 
deem advisable. 

SCHOOL FUND. 

As it is impossible to foresee what is to be the duration, 
or what the expenses of the present war, it is of the utmost 
importance that every preparation and provision possible be 
made for its vigorous and successful prosecution, be it long 
or short. I, therefore, with great reluctance, am compelled 
to recommend that the appropriation for educational pur¬ 
poses be suspended until the termination of the war, and the 
money be applied to the defense of the country. I also sug¬ 
gest, that the fund arising from the military tax, under the 
provisions of an act approved February 18th, 1860, be ap¬ 
plied to the same purpose. 

If I believed it to be in the power of the Legislature to 
give the same direction to the interest of the Sixteenth Sec¬ 
tion Fund, I would recommend it. Taking it for granted 
that the Legislature has not the right to change the applica¬ 
tion of this fund, I respectfully suggest, that an appeal be 
made, in some form, by the Legislature, to the citizens of 
the several townships in this State, to appropriate the inte¬ 
rest of the 16th Section Fund to the support of the war. 

Most of the townships in which the Sixteenth Sections are 
valuable, are inhabited by persons of wealth, who can afford 
to make this sacrifice ; a sacrifice which is as nothing com¬ 
pared with the great end to be effected. 

Having had so many evidences of the patriotism of our 
people, and of the unexampled alacrity with which they 
respond to every call in behalf of the country, I cannot 
doubt that the citizens of the townships will willingly con¬ 
sent that the interest of this fund may be applied, during 
the war, to its support. This interest, with the appropria¬ 
tion for Common Schools, amounts to three hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

Under no other circumstances, than those which now sur¬ 
round us, would I recommend a change in the application of 
these educational funds ; but every appropriation not neces¬ 
sary in conducting the State government, should be made to 
yield to the support of our struggle for deliverance and 
liberty. 

EXTORTION. 

Complaints have been made to me from many portions of 
the State, that there were persons engaged in purchasing 
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articles indispensable to the support of the army, and of our 
poor people, for the purpose, and with the intent, of extort¬ 
ing extravagant prices from those who might be compelled 
to purchase these articles. Upon this information, I issued 
a proclamation denouncing such conduct as unpatriotic and 
wicked, and instructed the Quarter Masters, and other agents 
of the State, to purchase nothing from such persons. 

Merchants and tradesmen, in common with persons en¬ 
gaged in every legitimate pursuit, are entitled to the foster¬ 
ing care of the government; but when so forgetful of social 
duty, and regardless of the interests of their country, as to 
monopolize the trade in those commodities most necessary 
for the comfort and subsistence of our soldiers and citizens, 
it becomes the duty of the Legislature, as the public guar¬ 
dians, to adopt such measures as will prevent, as far as possible, 
the State and the people from becoming the pray of such 
harpies. 

I am gratified to be able to say, that, comparatively, but 
few are engaged in this illegitimate business ; and of these, 
some are not regular merchants. 

These attempts to speculate upon the government, and 
the people, are not confined to Alabama. Every State of 
the Confederacy is infested with this class of men. 

PRESENT STATE OF COAST DEFENSES. 

It is manifest that the Lincoln government has been 
making extensive preparations for a naval expedition to the 
Southern Atlantic and Gulf Coasts, for the purpose of in¬ 
vading, if possible, the Cotton States, from that direction. 
Alabama has an extensive coast to be defended, and nothing 
should be left undone that may be necessary to security and 
safety. What is to be done, should be done promptly. 

When Forts Morgan and Gaines were taken possession of 
by the troops of Alabama, the latter was in an unfinished 
condition ; indeed, in its state, at that time, it was of no 
value as a point of defense. Fort Morgan had been much 
neglected, and required a large expenditure of money and 
labor to render it tenable and serviceable. What had not 
been done by the State previous to the transfer of this Fort 
to the Confederacy, has since been completed by the latter 
governments Fort Gaines, as I am informed, will soon be 
completed, and is now ready for efficient defense. These 
Forts, with the batteries at Grants, Pass, it is supposed, will 
secure the city of Mobile against the approach of the enemy 
by way of the bay, or by Spanish River. The only real 
danger to be apprehended, is the landing of the enemy 
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through the bays, or inlets, at other points on the coast. 

To prevent this, the Confederate government is making pro¬ 
vision, by the erection of batteries, and by guarding these 
points with troops. 

The State has advanced thirty thousand dollars to the 
Committee of Safety in Mobile, to aid in preparing defenses 
for the city ; and has also purchased from the city authori¬ 
ties, munitions of war, at the cost of twenty-six thousand 
five hundred and twenty-four dollars, which are deposited in 
the City Armory, to meet emergencies. 

There is one regiment of troops at Fort Morgan, two bat¬ 
talions at Fort Gaines, and one company at Grant's Pass. 

Two other regiments have been ordered to the coast; a 
third has been organized in the city of Mobile, and a fourth 
will be ordered there as soon as organized. Several addi¬ 
tional regiments are being raised, and are nearly full, whose 
destination is not fixed by the Secretary of War, so far as I 
am advised ; but it is presumed they will be ordered to the 
coast, if deemed necessary, by Brig. Gen. Withers, the offi¬ 
cer in command at that point. The War Department was 
at an early day advised that the State was prepared and wil¬ 
ling to co-operate with and aid the Confederacy in making 
the necessary preparations for the protection and defense of 
our coast. 

No troops of the enemy have been landed on the soil of 
Alabama ; nor am I advised of any attempt to do so. 

There is another subject, in connection with the Gulf 
Coast, to which it is proper to call your attention. The 
passage between New Orleans and Mobile had been inter¬ 
rupted by the enemy, and steamers had ceased to run be¬ 
tween those places. The Governors of Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama deemed it a matter of the highest importance, 
not only to these States, but to the Confederacy, that this 
public highway should be opened, and kept open. They, 
therefore, mutually determined and agreed to co-operate in 
doing whatever mighty be necessary for this purpose, with 
the understanding that these States should pay their propor¬ 
tional share of the damages ; provided the Confederacy 
would not relieve them by assuming the payment. 

This passage was opened, and the public relieved from the 
embarrassment and damage created by its interruption. 

With the view and for the purpose of carrying out the 
objects of the agreement referred to, and, at the request of 
Commodore Rosseau, Naval Commander at New Orleans, 
h2 
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and of Governor Moore, of Louisiana, I took the steamer 
Florida— then at or near Mobile—with the promise of Com¬ 
modore Rosseau that he would have her armed and manned 
for service, which has been done. She was represented by 
this officer to be better adapted for the service to be per¬ 
formed than any other steamer at Mobile or New Orleans. 

Being anxious to avoid taking private property for public 
uses, unless the public exigencies imperatively demanded it, 

I instructed Col. Percy Walker, of Mobile, the Inspector- 
General of Gen. Clemens, to charter the Florida for sixty or 
ninety days. 

This he was unable to do ; the owners alleging that, to fit 
her out for the purposes intended, would render her useless 
for the business for which she was constructed. I then de¬ 
termined to purchase her, and had her appraised— the State 
having two and the owners two appraisers. 

The persons selected by the State were the appraisers for 
the Port of Mobile. 

They valued the steamer at sixty thousand dollars ; and 
the persons selected by the owners valued her at one hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The difference in the valuation was so great, that I deter¬ 
mined to take the vessel, and leave the matter to be settled 
in some just and equitable manner. I proposed to one of the 
owners— who is now a member of the House of Representa¬ 
tives— to pay the sixty thousand dollars, upon the production 
of the proper papers as to cost and ownership. This has not 
been done, but Dr. Wolff has assigned satisfactory reasons 
for not doing so. No part of the money has been paid ; and 
I now submit to your consideration, whether more than sixty 
thousand dollars, the amount fixed by the State appraisers, 
shall be paid to the owners of the vessel. 

By an ordinance adopted by the State Convention, J anu- 
ary 14th, 1861, the Governor was authorized to appoint an 
agent to purchase provisions and stores for the troops of the 
State, and was further authorized to borrow money for that 
purpose, and to execute the bonds of the State for the same, 
having " not less than twelve months to ran." On the— day 
of January, 1861, Col. J. W. Echols, of Macon county, was 
appointed agent, under said ordinance, entered into a writ¬ 
ten contract, and executed a bond, as therein provided for. 

The money to make the purchases was borrowed in coin 
from the Central, Commercial and Eastern Banks, as here¬ 
tofore stated. 

This amount was deposited to the credit of the agent, in 
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the Citizens' Bank of New Orleans. The agent, with the 
necessary assistants, immediately set out for New Orleans 
and the Northwest, to make the purchases. It is due to him 
to say that he performed the responsible duties imposed by 
his contract promptly and efficiently, and to my entire satis¬ 
faction. The provisions and stores were of the best quality, 
as I am informed by competent judges, except a small amount 
of hay, which was slightly damaged, but was sold for a sum 
sufficient to cover costs and charges. By depositing the mo¬ 
ney in New Orleans, the agent was enabled to realize a profit 
of eight thousand dollars on exchanges between St. Louis 
and New Orleans. His account has been audited and al¬ 
lowed, and is deposited, with the written contract, in the 
Treasurer's office, subject to your inspection. 

But he is still unpaid for his services. So much of the 
contract between the State and the agent as is necessary to 
be referred to, is in the following terms, to-wit: 

"And the said A. B. Moore, Governor as aforesaid, for, 
and in consideration of the services to be rendered in the 
premises by the said J. W. Echols, as agent, and also for the 
services of his assistants, covenants and agrees to pay the 
said J. W. Echols the sum of two thousand and two hun¬ 
dred dollars ; and also agrees to pay the expenses of the said 
J. W. Echols and his assistants— not to exceed two. And 
it is further agreed by the said A. B. Moore, Governor as 
aforesaid, that, in the event of any unforseen or extraordi¬ 
nary circumstances, or accident occurring in the performance 
of this contract by the said J. W. Echols, not contemplated 
by the agreement, such additional compensation may be al¬ 
lowed as two disinterested persons may agree upon as being 
just and proper— one to be selected by each party, and the 
two to select a third, in case of disagreement by them." 

When the contract was made, it was supposed that the 
trust might be executed in thirty or forty days; but in this 
both parties were mistaken, as the agent was engaged about 
three months in completing his labors. 

I n consequence of this, and the skill and management of 
the agent in accumulating the fund, by way of exchanges, 
he insisted on being allowed the amount of the exchange 
for his services, exclusive of his expenses, which have been 
paid. I did not feel at liberty to settle with him on these 
terms, and the question of compensation has been left open 
for your determination. 

Col. Echols has been a faithful, energetic agent, and is en¬ 
titled to liberal compensation. 
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TROOPS AND CLOTHING. 

I n the exercise of the powers confided to me by the ordi¬ 
nances of the Convention, and the acts of the last Legisla¬ 
ture, to protect the State from invasion, I deemed it of pri¬ 
mary importance to act with the State of Florida, in secu¬ 
ring the possession of the Navy Yard and Forts near Pensa¬ 
cola, then in the possession of the Government of the Uni¬ 
ted States. A volunteer force under the command of Col. 

Lomax was promptly dispatched to Pensacola with that ob¬ 
ject, and succeeded in effecting the surrender of the Navy 
Yard, and the occupation of Forts Barrancas and McRae. 

The troops which had accomplished these important results, 
and who had volunteered with reference to that special pur¬ 
pose, were subsequently relieved by twelee months volunteers, 
who were accepted by me under the provisions of the ordin¬ 
ance of Jan. 19, 1861. The Garrison at Fort Morgan, under 
the command of Col. Todd, consisting of volunteer troops 
organized under the act of 24th February, 1860, was in its 
turn relieved by volunteers accepted under the same ordin¬ 
ance. Recruiting stations were opened, and a battalion of 
three years regulars enlisted, and thoroughly organized. The 
volunteer forces near Pensacola and at Fort Morgan were 
formed into regiments, and with the battalion of regulars 
remained in the service of the State at these points, until 
the Confederacy assumed the conduct of the war, when they 
were transferred to that Government under the authority of 
the ordinance of 11th March, 1861. 

I n J uly last, in view of the menacing attitude which had 
been assumed by the Northern Government— the prepara¬ 
tions which were making by it for the transportation of a 
large force with munitions of war, by sea— and the necessary 
concentration of a large proportion of the Confederate forces 
in Virginia— it was deemed proper as a prudential measure, 
to strengthen the defenses of Mobile, by the acceptance of 
two regiments and several companies— in all about twenty- 
five hundred troops, under the ordinance of 19th J anuary 
last; which was done, however, upon the express agreement 
that the troops thus accepted should not be entitled to any 
pay or allowances, unless ordered into actual service or into 
camps of instruction : and, in the last case, to be subsisted 
and furnished with camp equippage only. In order to secure 
the necessary field instruction, as well as generally to pro¬ 
mote its discipline and efficiency, a camp of instruction was 
formed for one of these regiments for thirty days. These 
troops, maintained at a small expense to the State, well

armed, and prepared to act as emergency might require, con¬ 
stituted a valuable auxiliary to our coast defences. They 
were retained in the State service until very recently, when, 
with the understanding that they would be accepted by the 
Confederate Government, to which their services had been 
tendered, they were discharged. 

Directly connected with this subject, is the disposition 
made by me of the arms and munitions of war belonging to 
the State. On the commencement of hostilities between 
the two Governments, I considered that my duty, as the Ex¬ 
ecutive of Alabama, required of me to afford to the Con¬ 
federate Government a ready and efficient support to the ut¬ 
most of my ability. The cause of the Confederacy was the 
cause of Alabama, and the resources of the State which were 
at my command, and essential to a vigorous and successful 
prosecution of the war, I freely placed at the disposal of the 
Confederate Government. The arms— upwards of twenty 
thousand stand— and other munitions of war, acquired by the 
State in taking possession of the arsenal at Mount Vernon 
and Fort Morgan, were, under the direction of the ordinance 
of 9th March, 1861, turned over to the Confederacy ; while 
those which the wisdom and foresight of the Legislature of 
1859-60, in anticipation of the events which subsequently 
transpired, had enabled me to provide, were liberally sup¬ 
plied to the volunteer force of Alabama in the Confederate 
service. Your State has given to the defence of the Con¬ 
federacy fully twenty-seven thousand of her men. She has 
organized and in the field twenty-three regiments, two bat¬ 
talions, at least ten companies of horse, and as many of foot, 
while five other regiments are in process of formation— their 
ranks nearly full. Of these troops, Alabama has armed 
more than fourteen thousand, and equipped near half that 
number, besides furnishing large supplies of powder, heavy 
and light artillery, and other munitions of war, independent 
of those which resulted from the occupation of Mount Ver¬ 
non. The expenditures which have been made by the State 
in acquisitions which the Confederacy has received—the 
supplies which have been furnished at the expense of your 
treasury to arm, equip and subsist her troops— the expenses 
of the State in defending and protecting the Gulf coast 
in Alabama and Florida, after the formation of the Con¬ 
federate Government, as they resulted to the common 
good, constitute a just claim upon the common treasury, 
which will doubtless be acknowledged and paid by that 
Government. 
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I n this connection I would also bring to the notice of your 
honorable body, that I have taken the responsibility of an¬ 
ticipating, to a considerable extent, the payment of the 
clothing commutation money, to be made by the Confederate 
Government to the troops from this State in her service, 
and investing the amount in clothing for their benefit. I 
assumed this responsibility, only under the conviction that 
the large amount of clothing required, could not otherwise 
be supplied, and that the comfort and health of the troops, 
as well as their efficiency in the field, imperatively demanded 
it. The provision made by law to the volunteer to supply 
him with clothing, was originally $21, since increased to 
$25, which is paid him on the first pay day, and every six 
months afterwards, during his continuance in the service. 

A large proportion of the volunteer force from this State 
have no other means to furnish themselves with clothing than 
the provision thus made, and of those who entered the service 
during the last spring and summer, not one has received 
more than the lowest sum I have named, to provide himself 
with both summer and winter clothing, including blankets. 

The facts I have stated are sufficient, and I need scarcely 
refer to the difficulty in obtaining the material— of volun¬ 
teers in active service making the purchases— the extortions 
and petty impositions which they were too frequently sub¬ 
jected to. With the increased prices, the impossibility of 
anticipating their clothing allowance, or of purchasing upon 
a credit, those who were dependant upon that allowance 
alone, could hardly be kept in the field in a climate like that 
of Virginia and Tennessee during the winter months— cer¬ 
tainly not, without great suffering. Much, indeed, was to 
be expected from individual exertion and private liberality, 
and these expectations have not been disappointed. Com¬ 
panies and individual volunteers from the more wealthy 
counties, have, in many instances, been amply provided for, 
and in response to the appeals which I have publicly and 
officially made, large amounts of clothing have been for¬ 
warded me for general distribution ; but the supplies thus 
obtained, fall far short of meeting the necessities of the large 
number of our troops in the service. It was with a view to 
these results, that I determined to apply a portion of the 
State funds to the purchase of the material for clothing, a 
large portion of which I was assured would be gratuitously 
made up, through the patriotic efforts of the female "Aid 
Societies throughout the State. It was not my purpose to 
supply even the material for clothing all the volunteers from 
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the State. The treasury would not have afforded the means. 
My object was simply to aid the volunteers to the extent of 
the ability of the State, in anticipation of the clothing al¬ 
lowance to which they were entitled, and out of which when 
made under the existing laws of the Confederacy, the State 
could be re-imbursed. There were, indeed, other consider¬ 
ations which were not without their influence. The clothing 
— the material of which was purchased in large quantities 
for cash, directly from the manufacturer or wholesale dealer, 
and made up, to a large extent, by gratuitous labor— could 
be supplied to the volunteers at prices greatly lower than 
they could obtain them in the usual course of trade, 
and the extortions and speculations on his necessities be 
avoided. 

I n the distribution of the clothing, I regarded the troops 
in Virginia as first demanding my attention. The severity 
of the climate— the difficulty of obtaining supplies, caused 
by the large number to be supplied— and the character of 
the service, left no doubt on my mind, that their wants were 
more pressing than those who were serving in the milder 
climate of the Gulf. The most necessitous were first to be 
supplied. Richmond was selected as the principal depot for 
distribution— a warehouse rented in that city— distributing 
agents appointed, and a proper system of accountability 
established. The clothing made up under the direction of 
the State, as well as that received for general and special 
contribution, was forwarded by transportation agents— a 
class of agents rendered necessary by the dangers of loss, 
difficulties and detention incident to a long route of Railroad 
transportation— the roads crowded with freight to a much 
greater amount than was anticipated or prepared for. Great 
care was taken in the selection of these agents, who were 
instructed to deliver the special contributions intended for 
companies or individuals to the Captains of the companies, 
or, when that was not practicable— as it was not in every in¬ 
stance— they were left in charge of an agent to be delivered 
when opportunity offered. Of the general contributions— 
by which I mean donations made to the State without de¬ 
signating the objects of the bounty— those essential to the 
sick, were forwarded for the use of the Alabama Hospital, 
established mainly by the exertions and liberality of Mrs. 
Arthur F. Hopkins,— for whose untiring efforts in the cause 
of the sick and wounded of Alabama the warmest thanks of 
the State are due. The remaining portion was thrown into 
the common stock, with the clothing famished by the State, 
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and a scale of prices adopted for the whole, by persons dis¬ 
connected with the distribution, which it is supposed would 
be sufficient to re-imburse the State the actual cost. By this 
course, the volunteers realized the full and equal benefit of 
these contributions, by receiving the clothing in which the 
funds of the State were invested, at less than actual cost. 

I have deemed it my duty to call your attention specially to 
the facts connected with the purchase and distribution of 
the clothing, for the reason that I acted without authority, 
and for the additional reason, that in relation to some of the 
existing contracts, justice to the contractors may require a 
recognition of them from your body. 

HOSPITAL FOR SOLDIERS. 

I desire to call the attention of the Legislature to the fol¬ 
lowing letter from a distinguished Physician and Surgeon 
in the army from Alabama, in regard to providing a hospital 
for the sick and feeble troops from this State in the army of 
the Potomac : 

"CENTERVILLE, VA., Sept. 27, 1861. 

"Governor A. B. Moore, 

"Montgomery, Alabama : 

"SI R— A Virginia winter is rapidly approaching, which a 
large portion of the troops of the Confederacy seem likely 
to have to spend upon this border of our country. 

" This is a poor section of the State. The villages are few 
and straggling, and the houses in town and country, gener¬ 
ally small, and many of them in a state of partial dilapida¬ 
tion. 

"Good winter quarters are necessary for all the troops, but 
indispensably so for the sick and weak. For Alabama, I am 
of the opinion, that the sick and weak, or convalescent, may 
be safely set down at one-fourth the whole number. 

" These men will have to be provided with good hospital 
accommodations speedily, or many of them will die for the 
want of them ; for, after all the efforts, I fear many of them 
will be thinly clad, and wanting in over-coats, blankets and 
gloves. Were they well clad, still the hospital accommoda¬ 
tions are indispensable. 

"Now, I am satisfied our Government, through its proper 
departments, is making all the efforts to meet this great 
want, it can, and that much will be accomplished ; yet there 
is reason to fear the Government will not be able to provide 
in time accommodations for such a large number of men as 
will need them. Of the magnitude of this enterprise, you 
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may form an idea when I tell you that, in our single brigade 
nearly fifteen hundred men are unable to march. 

"It has seemed to me that this was an occasion when the 
States might, with propriety, step in and do a great work of 
benevolence and duty to their soldiers. I have heard nothing 
of late of the Alabama Aid Association that commenced its 
operations at Richmond, far away from the point at which 
its services were most needed. 

"I learned that they had opened an "Alabama Hospital," 
which was full before they had taken one hundred patients. 

My own regiment would have filled it at one time during 
the last two months, and then had a good many men unpro¬ 
vided for. 

"You will see how inadequate such a scale of operations 
is to the wants of our troops. Besides, we want hospitals 
up here nearer to us, immediately on the railroad from Rich¬ 
mond, or some branch of it. A hospital can be opened by 
renting and building, or building alone. 

"The Confederate Government is having an extensive hos¬ 
pital constructed, just in the rear of Manassas, on a very 
economical, and at the same time commodious plan. The 
Medical Director informs me that there are some good points 
and villages unoccupied yet, which our State could secure. 

The State of Mississippi has, I am informed, appropriated 
fifty thousand dollars to this purpose, and has sent out an 
agent who has secured buildings at Warrenton, and is rap¬ 
idly preparing a hospital there for the troops from that State. 
Such a hospital should have Surgeons and Assistant Surge¬ 
ons "commissioned" by the Confederate Government, if they 
are paid by the State— for the purpose of military govern¬ 
ment, and furnishing legal papers to soldiers, and proper re¬ 
ports and returns to the Medical Bureau at Richmond, &c. 

"I have felt it a duty to lay this state of things before your 
Excellency, not doubting that the State of Alabama would 
sustain you in anything you, in your judgment, feel called 
upon to do to meet this emergency. 

"Should you decide to investigate the subject, or to act on 
the suggestions, a reliable and competent agent will be of 
the first importance. 

"I have the honor to be your most o'bt serv't,

I can add nothing to the facts and arguments contained in 
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this letter, and recommend that provision be made without 
delay for the appointment of a suitable agent to go to Vir¬ 
ginia to inquire more particularly into the necessity and 
practicability of renting a building, or buildings, as suggested 
by Dr. Clark, and that the necessary appropriations be made 
for that purpose. The State has contributed one thousand 
dollars in cash to the support of the hospital in Richmond; 
and Churches, Aid Societies and individuals have also given 
large amounts of money and hospital stores for the same 
purpose. Another hospital building has been rented at 
Richmond, by Mrs. Hopkins, since the foregoing letter was 
written. This, however, does not meet the wants of the sick 
at Manassas, as Richmond is too far from that point. 

SALT SPRINGS. 

As salt is an article of prime necessity to our people, and 
as the State owns valuable springs in the county of Clarke, 
capable, I am told, of furnishing a large amount of salt, it is 
recommended that they be leased to some person or persons 
who will obligate themselves to commence its manufacture, 
that our citizens may be supplied with this indispensable 
article, to the extent of the capacity of the springs to pro¬ 
duce it. 

MILITARY INSTITUTES. 

The University of Alabama, and the other Military Insti¬ 
tutions of the State, have been eminently successful, and 
have borne ample testimony to the wisdom of the Legisla¬ 
ture in introducing this branch of education into our Colle¬ 
ges, and in giving special aid to a certain number of poor 
young men from each county in the State. 

For the amount of money expended, the State has already 
been amply compensated by the services of the Cadets. Ma¬ 
ny of them have been engaged, during the summer and fall, 
in drilling volunteer companies for the Confederate service, 
and many more are in the army ; some as privates, and oth¬ 
ers as officers. Their skill and efficiency are universally ac¬ 
knowledged ; and the beneficial results of their instruction 
and examples are seen and felt. These institutions deserve 
and should receive the special care and encouragement of the 
State. The ranks made vacant by those Cadets who are in 
the army, I am gratified to learn, are already filled. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

On the 11th day of last January a Convention represent¬ 
ing the people of this State, severed its connection with the 
government of the United States, and gave it a separate and 
independent existence among the nations of the earth. To 
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this bold and decisive step our people were led by the con¬ 
viction, slowly and reluctantly attained, that the sacred 
guarantees provided by the Constitution were destined to 
an early subversion by a purely sectional party, which had 
for years been rapidly increasing in strength, and which had 
at length acquired the control of the most important depart¬ 
ments of the government, under circumstances which ren¬ 
dered it morally certain that the doctrines of the party— 
utterly subversive of the political equality of the South, in¬ 
volving the destruction of the rights of its property, and 
carrying with it the social degradation of its people— would, 
at no distant day, be carried into practical operation. This 
conviction was produced by a long series of acts and declara¬ 
tions of an alarming character, which culminated in the 
election of Abraham Lincoln to the Presidency of the Uni¬ 
ted States. Subsequent events have fully justified the ap¬ 
prehensions of those who adopted the ordinance of seces¬ 
sion ; have vindicated their conduct, and conclusively de¬ 
monstrated that secession alone has saved for us the consti¬ 
tutional liberty which it was the aim and object of our fa¬ 
thers to secure. The career of the present government of 
the United States has been marked by the grossest aggres¬ 
sions upon the constitutional rights and liberties of the peo¬ 
ple. President Lincoln, usurping an authority which was 
designedly withheld by the Convention that framed the 
Constitution, and at the same time arrogating to himself 
purely legislative power,— soon after his inauguration, com¬ 
menced a war upon the most extended scale upon the sece¬ 
ded States. He has abolished that great bulwark of liberty, 
the writ of habeas corpus, which was amply secured by the 
Constitution he was sworn to support. He has overthrown 
the constitutional authority of the judiciary, even when in¬ 
terposed by the venerable Chief J ustice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in behalf of a citizen's outraged 
liberty. He has in many places subverted the civil by mili¬ 
tary authority, and put the people under the rule of martial 
law, to be administered by creatures of his own selection. 

In the States which his armies have invaded, slaves have 
been seduced from their owner and declared free. By his 
despotic command the freedom of speech and of the press 
has been destroyed ; newspapers which dared to protest 
against the overthrow of the Constitution have been sup¬ 
pressed ; the people, without process of law, have been sub¬ 
jected to searches and seizures in their persons, houses, pa¬ 
pers and effects; and, as if to demonstrate that no right was 
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too sacred to be violated, and no act of tyranny too gross 
and revolting to be perpetrated, virtuous and patriotic citi¬ 
zens have been ruthlessly seized and transported to distant 
places, and there incarcerated ; and even women, without 
the forms of law, have been drawn from the domestic altar 
into imprisonment. Within a period of eight months, all 
security of life, liberty and property in the United States 
has been destroyed— the Constitution has been virtually set 
aside— and a military despotism has taken the place of the 
government which our fathers framed. We may well con¬ 
gratulate ourselves and return thanks to Almighty God that 
a timely action on our part has saved our liberties, preserved 
our independence, and given us, it is to be hoped, a perpet¬ 
ual separation from such a government. May we in all com¬ 
ing time stand separate from it, as if a wall of fire inter¬ 
vened. 

The secession movement has been successful. Eleven 
States, with an intelligent, brave and chivalric population, 
united in interest by the homogeneous character of their 
institutions, abounding in all the agricultural and mineral 
productions necessary to sustain and enrich a people ; favored 
with varied and extensive facilities for manufacturing ; tra¬ 
versed by large and navigable rivers ; connected by long 
lines of railroads, and having a sea coast stretching from the 
Potomac to the Rio Grande, having confederated together 
and formed a Constitution, the wisdom of which challenges 
the admiration of the world. Kentucky and Missouri hesi¬ 
tated to join in the great movement, until the chain of the 
tyrant was almost riveted upon their giant limbs ; but awak¬ 
ened by the perils of their condition, their brave and patri¬ 
otic sons, aided by the soldiers of the Confederate States, 
are now struggling with an energy and courage which can¬ 
not fail to throw off the authority of Northern despotism 
and secure their independence. It is confidently believed, 
that at an early day we shall have the pleasure of welcoming 
these States into our Confederacy. Maryland, too, though 
now down-trodden and oppressed, cannot long be held in 
subjection by the corrupt and crumbling dynasty at Wash¬ 
ington. The enemy which has stricken down liberty in this 
State, and inflicted the most revolting outrages upon its citi¬ 
zens, will yet be driven out, and at no distant day, Maryland, 
freed from the despotism which now stifles her voice, will 
speak the wishes of her people and link her destinies with 
ours. When the fourteen States in which alone slavery ex¬ 
ists to any considerable extent, shall have thus been united 
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into one Confederacy under our common Constitution, so 
wisely adapted to their condition, the great revolution will 
have accomplished its purpose ; and thus will have been ad¬ 
ded the last column needed to support through coming ages 
the structure of our government. 

The events of the war have demonstrated the ability of 
our government to sustain itself. With the largest and best 
appointed armies which have ever been organized upon this 
continent, and a navy greatly superior to our own, our enemy 
has not attained any where a decided advantage. Arro¬ 
gantly announcing the purpose of subjugation, he has not 
been able to extend an invasion to any considerable extent 
from the border; and in his latest attempt, his army had 
scarcely set foot upon Virginia soil before it was driven back 
by a small but brave band of volunteers, in confusion and 
defeat— many of the invaders finding a grave beneath the 
waves of the border river they had just crossed. I n almost 
every engagement, the victory has been with us. Every 
battle-field bears testimony to the valor of our troops. 

Your citizens in every part of the State have shown an 
eager desire to enter into the military service. The Govern¬ 
ment at Richmond, as well as the State Government, has 
been literally beseiged with applications from this State for 
admission into the army ; and wherever her troops have been 
engaged, they have exhibited dauntless courage and intrepid 
coolness. The 4th regiment, commanded by the lamented 
Col. Egbert J. J ones, was tlie only portion of the Alabama 
volunteers which had an opportunity to participate actively 
in the battle of Manassas. That regiment, exhibiting the 
qualities which are believed to be common to all our volun¬ 
teers, after all of its field officers fell in the fierce and pro¬ 
longed conflict, drove back several regiments of the enemy 
successively led against it, and maintained the unequal fight 
with unfaltering courage, until the enemy's flight terminated 
the battle. The men of that regiment, by their gallantry, 
earned for it a proud distinction, justly entitling them to 
the gratitude of the State. Their conduct will hereafter 
stand as a glorious example of heroism to be emulated by 
our other brave and gallant volunteers. Recently a small 
number of Alabama troops, participating in an attack upon 
the enemy's camp on Santa Rosa Island, well sustained the 
character for courage and daring which the conduct of the 
4th regiment had given to Alabama volunteers ; and all, I 
am proud to say, have endured with fortitude and patience 
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the toils and privations of a soldier's life, which are not the 
less trying because they are from the excitement of battle. 

It is a matter of gratulation, that whatever dissatisfaction 
may have existed at first, on account of the adoption of the 
ordinance of secession, it exists no longer. The people of 
the State, with few individual exceptions, have been con¬ 
vinced by subsequent acts of the Northern Government, that 
that measure was indispensable to the preservation of our 
liberty and property, and now give their best energies to its 
support and defense. We now present the gratifying spec¬ 
tacle of a united and harmonious people, satisfied with our 
institutions, ardently attached to the government, and re¬ 
solved to maintain it. All classes in every part of the State, 
with rare exceptions, have been prompt to contribute to the 
support of the government in the struggles and trials which 
an unjust war have brought upon it in its infancy. The an¬ 
nals of history afford few examples of higher and purer pa¬ 
triotism than has been evinced by the people of Alabama. 

Vain is the idea of our enemies, that such a people can be 
subjugated. It is true that our independence, like every 
other great good, has to be purchased with a price. The 
separation, by which alone it could be accomplished, has 
brought upon us the evils of war. But these evils are pass¬ 
ing and temporary, while the degradation of submission 
would be lasting and permanent. Years of hardship, and, 
it may be, of suffering, are of but little moment in the ex¬ 
istence of a nation ; and the boon of National Liberty, per¬ 
haps for centuries, is lightly purchased at this cost. So far, 
we have every reason to be thankful. A kind and munifi¬ 
cent Providence has smiled upon our harvests ; has crowned 
our armies with success, and inspired our people with a spirit 
which, in the just cause in which they are engaged, must 
ensure their ultimate triumph. The mode, too, in which the 
war has been prosecuted by our adversaries, while it has 
served to diminish their resources, has increased our own. 
Mechanical arts and industrial pursuits, hitherto practically 
unknown to our people, are already in operation. The clink 
of the hammer, and the busy hum of the work-shop, are be¬ 
ginning to be heard through our land. Our manufactories 
are rapidly increasing ; and the inconveniences which would 
result from the continuance of the war and the closing of 
our ports for years, would be more than compensated by the 
forcing us to the development of our abundant resources, and 
the tone and temper it would give to our national character. 
Under such circumstances, the return of peace would find us 
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a self-reliant and truly independent people. 

As my term of service will expire in a few days, when my 
official connection with the State will be dissolved, it is a 
source of much gratification to me to be able to say, that 
there is no State in the Confederacy which has done more, 
in proportion to its means, for her own security, or to aid 
the Confederate Government in this great revolution, than 
Alabama. 

I take this opportunity to return my thanks to the men 
and women of the State, for the unsurpassed promptitude 
with which they have responded to the many calls made 
upon them in various forms, in behalf of the State and Con¬ 
federacy. And I desire, at the same time, to express my 
gratitude to those who have been officially connected with 
me for the faithful and efficient discharge of their duties. 

May the God of wisdom guide you in your deliberations, 
is my sincere prayer. A. B. MOORE. 

On motion of Mr. Pickett, twenty-five hundred copies of 
said message were ordered to be printed.

TUESDAY, October 29, 1861. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Messrs. T. T. Cotnam and J. B. Tally, representatives 
elect from the county of J ackson, appeared within the hall 
of the House, were qualified and took their seats. 

Mr. Langdon presented the petition of the Committee of 
Safety for the city and county of Mobile, with accompanying 
documents. Said petition was read, and on motion of Mr. 
Langdon, was referred to a select committee to be composed 
of one member from each congressional district, to be ap¬ 
pointed by the chair. 

Mr. Arrington introduced a "bill to make certain tran¬ 
script evidence in courts of justice;" which was read and 
ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Walden introduced a "bill to amend section 488 of 
the Code of Alabama," which was read the first, second and 
third times, the constitutional rule being suspended, and 
passed. 

Mr. Martin of Calhoun, moved to reconsider the vote on 
the passage of the bill. The motion was lost, and the bill 
was ordered to be sent forthwith to the Senate. 
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Mr. Little of Cherokee, offered the following resolution, 

Which was adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee on public lands be added to 
the list of standing committees. 

A message was received from the Senate by Mr. Screws, 
its Assistant Secretary: 

SENATE CHAMBER, Oct. 29, 1861. 

Mr. Speaker: The Senate has originated and passed a bill 
to prevent the practical disfranchisement of the volunteers 
from Alabama in the next Congressional and Presidential 
elections, and for other purposes. Said bill was read the 
first and second times, the constitutional rule being sus¬ 
pended. 

Mr. Stansel moved to amend the bill by striking out of 
the first section all after the enacting clause, and inserting, 
"That each citizen of Alabama who shall be in the service 
of the Confederate States as a volunteer on the day of the 
next Presidential and Congressional election, and who on 
that day would be entitled to a vote in such election in any 
county of this State if he was actually in the county on that 
day, shall be entitled to vote by ballot in such elections, at 
any place where he may be on that day, whether in or out 
of this State ; and his vote shall be counted and have the 
same effect as if it had been actually given in the county in 
which, if he was personally present on the day of such elec¬ 
tion, he would be entitled to vote ; and at any place where 
there may be on that day such volunteer or volunteers from 
one or more of the Congressional Districts of this State, any 
two commissioned officers who are qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama in the military service of the Confederate 
States, are hereby authorized to open the polls on that day 
between the hours of 6 o'clock in the forenoon, and 6 o'clock 
in the afternoon, for each of such Congressional Districts, 
and to receive the ballots or votes of every such volunteer 
for eleven electors of President, Vice President, and one Rep¬ 
resentative in the Congress of the Confederate States, and 
to conduct and manage the election so that no such volun¬ 
teer shall vote for a representative of any other congressional 
district than that in which he resided at the time of volun¬ 
teering ; and as soon as practicable after 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon of the day of such election, the officers conduct¬ 
ing and managing the same are hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to count out the votes, ascertain the number of votes 
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received for each person, and for what office, and make out 
a statement of the same in writing, with a list of the names 
of the voters and the county of their residence, which state¬ 
ment must be signed by them and sealed up, and directed 
to the Secretary of State of Alabama, at Montgomery, and 
sent either by mail or by messenger, without unnecessary 
delay. 


Message from the Senate by Mr. Screws : 

SENATE CHAMBER, Oct. 29, 1861. 

Mr. Speaker: The Senate has adopted the following reso¬ 
lution, in which they ask the concurrence of the House: 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed on the 
part of the Senate, to act with a like committee on the part 
of the House, to procure the attendance of such ministers of 
the several churches in the city as may be willing to attend, 
that each session may be opened with prayer.

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, that the inspectors of elec¬ 
tions herein provided for, shall be empowered in all cases 
when they may have doubts as to the legal qualification of 
a voter, to require such person to take an oath to answer 
such questions touching his qualification as may be pro¬ 
pounded by the inspector; and any person who shall vote 
under the provisions of this act, not having the requisite 
qualifications, shall be subject to the same pains and penal¬ 
ties imposed by law upon fraudulent voting within the lim¬ 
its of this State ; which was adopted. 

The question recurred upon the passage of the bill, and 
the bill passed.

Said bills were severally ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Walden, from the committee on Local Legislation, to 
whom was referred the bill for the relief of Elizabeth Z. 

Randall, reported— 

That section 29 of article 3 of the constitution of the State 
of Alabama provides, that no special law shall be enacted 
for the benefit of individuals or private corporations in cases 
which are provided for by a general law, or where the relief 
sought can be given by a court of this State ; 

Under article 4 and sections 1994 and 1995 of article 3, 
chapter 1, title 5, part 2d of the Code of Alabama, the chan¬ 
cery courts of this State possess ample power to give the 
relief sought by this bill, in all cases in which it would be 
proper to interfere with the marital rights of a husband in 
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respect to his own or his wife's separate estate ; therefore 
the committee report adversely to said bill. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Stansel offered the fallowing resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on Ways and Means inquire 
into the expediency of grading lands in tins State with refer¬ 
ence to the assessment of taxes thereon, and report by bill 
or otherwise. 

Mr. Maxwell offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the General Assembly should take into im¬ 
mediate consideration the importance and propriety of de¬ 
vising some plan by which at least a partial supply of salt 
may be retained within the limits of the State, either by 
purchase or by law, until the ways and means can be brought 
about by the people to buy for themselves ; which was re¬ 
ferred to the committee on Ways and Means. 

Mr. Denman offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the committee on Ways and Means be in¬ 
structed to amend the revenue laws so as to exempt from 
taxation during the war all volunteers in the service of the 
Confederate States from the State of Alabama, or in the 
service of the State of Alabama, whose property does not 
exceed in value five hundred dollars. 

Mr. Butler introduced the following resolution, which was 
adopted :

Mr. Sykes offered the following resolution, which, on 
motion of Mr. Pickett, was laid on the table: 

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary be instructed 
to report a bill at as early a day as practicable, authorizing 
the various banks, rail road companies, and other corpora¬ 
tions, together with private individuals under proper restric¬ 
tions, to issue change bills, to wit: bills of denominations of 
one dollar and under. 

Mr. Lawler offered the following preamble and resolution, 
which were adopted: 

Whereas, in the event of the congress of the Confederate 
States, either for the want of constitutional power, or upon 
grounds of expediency, should decline to purchase or ad¬ 
vance upon the cotton crops now in the hands of the plant- 
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ers, the people of the State cannot pay the war tax levied 
by the Confederate governmext, prior to the removal of the 
blockade, without submitting to a sacrifice of their property ; 
and whereas it is desirable that the war should be prose¬ 
cuted without undue oppression upon any class of our peo¬ 
ple ; therefore 

Resolved, That the committee of Ways and Means be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency, in either contingency 
above referred to, of memorializing the congress of the Con¬ 
federate States to postpone the collection of the Confederate 
war tax to a period beyond the removal of the present block¬ 
ade, prefacing such memorial with an assurance of the 
patriotic desire and determination on the part of the people 
of this State to contribute to the full extent of their ability 
in men and money to the prosecution of the war to a suc¬ 
cessful issue, and with the further assurance, that this Gene¬ 
ral Assembly approves of the act of congress imposing a tax 
upon the property of the country to provide for the redemp¬ 
tion of the treasury notes issued by the Confederate govern¬ 
ment, and only asks that time may be afforded for the people 
of this State to effect a sale of their cotton, which is the 
chief product of this State made for sale ; and that said com¬ 
mittee have leave to report at such time as in their judgment 
may be proper. 

The House then proceeded to the consideration of the 
order of the day. 

The engrossed bills:

Were severally read the third time and passed.

The Senate bill to provide a hospital for sick troops from 
Alabama in the army of the Potomac, was read the second 
time and referred to the committee on Ways and Means.

Were severally read the second time and referred to the 
committee on the J udiciary. 

The bill to incorporate the Mobile and New Orleans Rail 
Road Company was read the second time and referred to 
the committee on Internal Improvements. 

The bill to amend the militia law in the city of Mobile 
was read the second time and referred to the committee on 
Military Affairs, 

The bill to divorce Wm. S. Thomas from Rebecca Thomas, 
and for the relief of Geo. W. Brooks, were severally read 
the second time and ordered to a third reading. 

The bill to establish a medical board in the county of De 
Kalb was read the second time and referred to the commit¬ 
tee on Local Legislation. 

A message was received from the Governor by Mr. All- 
bright, his Private Secretary : 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, Ala., November 4th, 1861. } 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

The following resolution has been laid before me by the 
clerk of the House of Representatives : 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to report to 
this House how many of the sheriffs have responded to his 
proclamation requesting them to gather up the arms belong¬ 
ing to the State, and what number of arms have been col¬ 
lected." 

In answer to the question propounded in this resolution, 

I have the honor to state, that all the counties, with the 
exception of very few, have responded to my proclamation 
calling upon them to collect and forward the public arms to 
me. The counties in which the sheriffs have not responded, 
are among the poorest and most distant counties of the 
State ; and, from diligent inquiry, I am satisfied that there 
are but few or no public arms in those counties. 
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I am not able to state the exact number of arms received 
under my proclamation, but from the best estimate I can 
make, there are about two thousand live hundred,

By Mr. Cotnam, to amend the 36th section of the ordi¬ 
nance in relation to the waste and unappropriated lands in 
the State of Alabama ; 

By Mr. Foreman, to graduate the price of the public lands; 

Said bills were severally read the "first and second times, 
and referred to the committee on Public Lands. 

By Mr. Mason, in relation to appeals ; 

By Mr. Ussery, for the benefit of hirelings ; 
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Which bills were read the first and second times and re¬ 
ferred to the committee on the J udiciary. 

By Mr. Boyles, for the further regulation of the banks of 
Alabama, which was read the first and second times and re¬ 
ferred to the committee on Banks and Banking. 

By Mr. Lawler, to repeal in part an ordinance to provide 
for the military defense of the State of Alabama, adopted 
19th J anuary, 1861, which was read the first and second 
times and referred to the committee on Military Affairs. 

By Mr. Orr, to regulate the pay of the officers of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Alabama, which was read the first time, 
and, on motion of Mr. Griffin, was laid on the table. 

Mr. Thompson presented the petition of Wm. Hord and 
other citizens of Macon county, adverse to the passage by 
the Legislature of Alabama of a stay law. 

REPORTS FROM COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Boyles, from the committee on Corporations, reported 
back without amendment the bill to incorporate the Mobile 
and Spring Hill Railroad Company. 

Said bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Lyon, from the committee on Ways and Means, re¬ 
ported a bill making an appropriation for the pay of mem¬ 
bers, officers, clerks and messengers of the General Assem¬ 
bly at the present extra session and at the regular session 
thereof, commencing on the 2d Monday of November, 1861, 
which was read the first, second and third times, under a 
suspension of the constitutional rule, and passed. 

Mr. Lyon, from the same committee, to whom were re¬ 
ferred several bills legalizing the action of several courts of 
county commissioners in levying county taxes for war pur¬ 
poses, reported as a substitute for said bills, a general bill to 
authorize the courts of county commissioners of the several 
counties of this State to levy a special tax for aiding indi¬ 
gent families of absent volunteers, and to legalize certain 
disbursements of county funds heretofore made for equip¬ 
ping and supporting volunteers. 

Said bill was read twice. 

Mr. Smith moved to postpone the bill until Thursday nex, 
at 11 o'clock, A. M., make it the special order for said hourt 
and to print 150 copies thereof. Said motion was lost, and 
on motion of Mr. Lyon, the bill was made the special order 
for 11 o'clock A. M. to-morrow. 

Mr. Lyon from the same committee to whom was referred 
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the petition of E. B. Roper, tax collector of Butler county, 
reported that the petitioner states that the court of county 
commissioners for his county, in a settlement with him, 
charged him with "some $300,” amount of taxes assessed, 
which he had not been able to collect, but on which he has 
subsequently managed to receive the sum of fifty-seven dol¬ 
lars ; that the balance is owing by persons who have removed 
from the county, or been mustered into service as volun¬ 
teers, and who had no property known to petitioner out of 
which to collect the taxes. 

The petitioner also states, that it became part of his duty 
to prepare two books for the military tax, which he has done, 
has received no compensation therefor, and has paid $50 for 
assistance in preparing those books out of his private funds, 
and prays to be relieved from the payment of the balance of 
the taxes charged against him in his settlement with the 
court and remaining uncollected by him, and to be compen¬ 
sated for the preparation of the books for the military tax. 

The committee can see no sufficient cause for interfering 
with the adjustment of the amount of taxes due from per¬ 
sons liable to taxation in Butler, as made between the court 
and the collector. 

If these were cases of insolvency, the law pointed out the 
mode of allowing for them ; and if the General Assembly 
were to sanction a departure from the prescribed mode of 
adjusting such matters, applications here would multiply to 
a most troublesome extent. 

As to the claim to compensation for preparing books for 
the military tax, the collector accepted his office in the ab¬ 
sence of any provision allowing compensation for this service. 

The state of the country and the condition of the public 
treasury would not justify the allowance of extra compen¬ 
sation in any case except of a very meritorious character. 

The committee for these reasons have directed me to report 
that the prater of the petitioner is unreasonable, and ought 
not to be granted ; and the House concurred in the report. 

Mr. Burnett, from the committee on Banks and Banking, 
to whom was referred the bill for the relief of the Bank of 
Selma, reported a substitute therefor, which was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Rives, said bill was amended by adding 
thereto the following proviso : 

Provided the Bank of Montgomery shall be entitled to all 
the privileges and immunities of this act. 

Mr. Posey, from the committee on the J udiciary, reported 
back the bill to prohibit buying under false pretenses. 
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Mr. Benners moved to amend the 3d section by striking 
out the word "and" after the word "discretion," where it 
occurs, and inserting the word "or." The amendment was 
adopted. 

Mr. Reynolds moved to amend the 2d section by requiring 
this act to be given in charge by the circuit judges to the 
grand jurors. The amendment was adopted and the bill 
ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Posey, from the same committee, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the bill to suppress monopolies, reported favorably 
thereon, and the bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Jemison, from the committee on Banks and Banking, 
to which was referred the Senate bill " to establish a bank 
in the city of Tuskaloosa," to be called the " Western Bank 
of Alabama," reported favorably thereon. 

Mr. Coleman moved to amend the bill by proviso, as fol¬ 
lows : Provided their board shall go into operation under 
this charter within five years after the passage of this act, or 
this charter shall be forfeited ; which was lost. 

Mr. Burnett moved to amend by an additional section, 
number 23 : The said bank shall issue no note or bill of a less 
denomination than one dollar. The amendment was adopted, 
the bill read third time and passed, and sent forthwith to 
the Senate. 

Mr. Posey offered the following rule, which lies over one 

day : 

" That to enable the House to make a final disposition of 
all matters of pending legislation, no other bills or new bu¬ 
siness shall be introduced." 

The House then proceeded to the consideration of the or¬ 
ders of the day.

REPORTS. 

Mr. Langdon, from the select committee, to which was 
referred a memorial of the Committee of Safety of Mobile 
asking an appropr ation for the construction of an iron-clad 
tow boat and ram to aid in the defense of Mobile harbor, 
reported a bill to aid in the harbor defense of Mobile, which 
was read the first, second and third times and passed, order¬ 
ed to be engrossed and forthwith sent to the Senate. 

Mr. Langdon offered the following resolution, which was 
read and adopted: 

That a special committee be appointed by the Speaker, 
whose duty it shall be to inquire into the best mode of en¬ 
couraging the manufacture of arms in this State, and whether 
it would be expedient for the State to afford to individuals, 
or associations of individuals, such aid and encouragement 
as would induce the establishment of armories in different 
parts of the State for manufacturing and repairing arms, 
either by offering bounties on such arms as may be manu¬ 
factured by individuals or companies, or by taking stock to 
a limited extent in such companies as may be formed for the 
purpose ; and that said committee report by bill or otherwise 
at an early day of the approaching regular session. 
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The bill to regulate the pay of the officers of the General 
Assembly of Alabama, was, on motion of Mr. Griffin, taken 
from the table, read the second time and referred to the 
committee on Retrenchment. 

Mr. Pickett, from the committee on the J udiciary, to 
which was referred the bills concerning alien enemies ; to 
abolish chancery courts in this State, &c.; and the petition 
of R. A. Moody and others, reported adversely thereto. 

Said reports were severally concurred in. 

Mr. Pickett, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the bill disqualifying persons convicted of high crimes 
and misdemeanors from serving as jurors, reported favorably 
thereon. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Pickett, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the bill to incorporate the City Savings' Association 
of Mobile, reported the same back with amendments, which 
were adopted. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Pickett, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the bill to enable persons to recover for stock stolen 
from them by slaves, reported the same back with an amend¬ 
ment, which was concurred in. 

Mr. Walden moved to amend the first section by proviso 
as follows : Provided such slave or slaves shall have been 
hired for a term of not less than six months. On motion of 
Mr. Parker, the first section was amended by adding the 
word "goats" after" sheep." 

Mr. Cabaniss moved to amend by additional section as 
follows : that the purchaser of any such stock from a slave 
without the written consent of the master, shall be liable to 
such action instead of the master, which was lost. 

Mr. Burnett moved to amend the second section by pro¬ 
viso as follows : Provided no slaveholder or slave hirer shall 
be liable under this act unless the plaintiff show that the 
master, overseer, hirer, or person having the slave in charge, 
has not taken proper care to prevent his slaves from tres¬ 
passing on others, or has not properly provided for their 
feeding. 

Mr. Martin of Calhoun, moved to lay the bill and amend¬ 
ments on the table. On motion of Mr. Lyon, the whole 
matter was postponed till to-morrow. 

Mr. Walthall, from the committee on Enrolled Bills, re¬ 
ported us correctly enrolled the bills—

To repeal in part an act for the preservation of game in 
the counties of Sumter and Shelby ; 

Joint resolutions in relation to the 4th regiment, Alabama 
volunteers. 


SPRCIAL ORDER. 

The hour of eleven having arrived, the House proceeded 
to the consideration of the special order for that hour, it be¬ 
ing the bill reported by Mr. Lyon from the committee on 
Ways and Means, to authorize the courts of county commis¬ 
sioners of the several counties in this State, to levy a special 
tax for aiding indigent families of absent volunteers, and to 
legalize certain disbursements of county funds heretofore 
made for equipping and supporting volunteers. 

Mr. Mason moved that the House go into committee of 
the whole on said bill. Saul motion was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Stansel the bill was amended by strik¬ 
ing out the word "beat," wherever it occurs, and inserting 
in lieu thereof the words "election precinct." 

Mr. Sheets moved to amend the bill by striking out the 
word " clothing." where it occurs. Said motion was lost. 

Mr. Pickett moved to lay the bill on the table for the 
present, and that 200 copies thereof be printed. The motion 
was lost. 

Mr. Sykes moved to amend the bill in the third section 
as follows : Strike out so much as require a levy of a special 
tax by the several counties, and inserting " there shall be 
and is hereby levied a tax of twenty-live per cent, on the 
present State tax." 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the bill and proposed amend¬ 
ments were re-committed to the committee on Ways and 
Means. 

The House then adjourned till 10 o'clock to-morrow. 

THURSDAY, November 7,1861. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Matthews of the Senate. 

Mr. Speaker announced the following select committee 
on the resolution reported by Mr. Langdon on yesterday: 

Messrs. Langdon, Pratt, Jemison, Sykes, Witherspoon, 
Lawler, Ashley, Mason and Brasher. 

The bill for the relief of the Bank of Selma and the Bank 
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of Montgomery, was read the third time, when Mr. Lyon 
moved to amend by engrossed ryder, which was read the 
first, second and third times and adopted, the bill passed 
and sent to the Senate. 

Mr. Ashley offered the following resolution, which was 
read, adopted and referred to the committee on the J udi- 
ciary : 

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary be instruct¬ 
ed to inquire into the expediency and constitutionality of the 
State of Alabama issuing treasury notes, or other represen¬ 
tatives of currency, for the purpose of purchasing or advan¬ 
cing upon one half of such portion as maybe deemed neces¬ 
sary of the present cotton crop of this State, as will afford 
relief to the pressing wants of the people, and that said com¬ 
mittee report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Lyon, from the committee on Ways and Means, reported 
a substitute for the bill to authorize the court of county 
commissioners to levy a special tax for the support of indi¬ 
gent families of volunteers, &c. 

The substitute was adopted. 

Mr. Sheets moved to amend the bill by requiring the pre¬ 
cinct agents to act under oath, which was lost. 

Mr. Mason offered the following amendment, which was 
adopted : 

That the families of those who have been engaged in ser¬ 
vice and regularly discharged on account of wounds or sick¬ 
ness, and are unable in consequence of such wounds or sick¬ 
ness to support their families, and the widows and orphans 
of such volunteers as may have fallen in battle, shall have 
all the benefits of this act. 

Mr. Banners offered the following, which was adopted : 

Be it further enacted, that the probate judges of the sev¬ 
eral counties, and securities in office, shall be liable on their 
official bonds for any misappropriation of the funds intrusted 
to them under this bill. 

Mr. Reynolds offered the following, which was lost; 

That the court of county commissioners be authored to 
retain said 25 per cent, for the purposes set forth in this act, 
and refund any balance in their hands to the State. 

Mr. Orr offered the following, which was lost. 

That it shall be the duty of said commissioners' courts, if 
they cannot procure a suitable person to accept such agency 
in any precinct without pay, to appoint an agent and make 
payment from the county treasury. 

Mr. Davis offered the following, which was adopted ; 
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That one hundred and fifty copies of this act be printed 
and sent without delay to the probate judges of this State by 
the Secretary of State. 

The bill was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Lyon, from the same committee, reported a bill to le¬ 
galize certain acts of the courts of county commissioners in 
this State, in making appropriations for equipping volun¬ 
teers, and for other purposes, which was read twice. 

On motion of Mr. Cobb, the 1st section was amended by 
inserting the words "warrants heretofore issued by any court 
of county commissioners," after the word "legalized" ; and, 

On motion of Mr. Benners, by inserting the words "or 
appropriated by the court of county commissioners," after 
the words "county treasury"; and, 

On motion of Mr. Cabaniss, by inserting the words "or 
for feeding troops in they service of this State or of the Con¬ 
federate States," after the word volunnteers"; and, 

On motion of Mr. Reynolds, by inserting the words "ex¬ 
cept as to the tax levied by the court of county commission¬ 
ers of Henry county at the August term of said court, 1801." 

Mr. Posey moved to amend the 1st section by inserting 
after the words "commissioners' court" the words "or by the 
military committee of Lauderdale county." 

The bill was read the third time and passed. 

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Taul, informed the 
House that the Senate had passed the House bill to aid in 
the harbor defense of Mobile. 

Mr. Lyon, from the committee on Ways and Means, re¬ 
ported back the Senate bill to provide a hospital for sick 
troops from Alabama in the army of the Potomac. 

On motion of Mr. Walden, the bill was amended by in¬ 
serting after the word "Potomac," "other divisions of the 
army of the Confederate States where soldiers from Ala¬ 
bama are located, and may in his judgment need such pro¬ 
vision for the sick thereof." 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill read the third 
time and passed. 

Mr. Lawler, from the committee on Public Lands, reported 
favorably on the Senate bill to suspend for a specified time 
the operation of the 36th section of the ordinance in rela¬ 
tion to the waste and unappropriated lands of the State of 
Alabama, adopted March 20th, 1861. 

The bill was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Lawler, from the committee on Military Affairs, to 
h5 
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which was referred the bill to collect the arms of the State, 
reported a substitute therefor, which was adopted, and the 
bill ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Lawler, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the bill to equip volunteer companies and to purchase 
arms in the State of Alabama, reported a substitute therefor. 

On motion of Mr. Griffin, the whole subject was post¬ 
poned to the hour of 12 M. to-morrow, and made the special 
order for that hour. 

Mr. Ashley, from the committee on Sixteenth Sections, 
reported back the portion of the trustees of township 1, 
range 26, in Dale county, and recommended that as legal 
questions were involved therein, the same be referred to the 
committee on the J udiciary. The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Walden, from the committee on Local Legislation, 
reported adversely on the bill to establish a medical board 
in the county of DeKalb. The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Alldredge, from the committee on Propositions and 
Grievances, to which was referred the petition of John D. 

Cogburn and others, reported a bill to allow compensation 
to J ohn D. Cogburn, Charles Pouncy und Luck Wainright, 
for slaves executed for offenses againt the public security. 

Said bill was read the first and second times and postponed 
till to-morrow, and made the special order for 12 M. 

Mr. Smith, from the committee on Banks and Banking, 
to which was referred the bill to amend the charter of the 
Alabama Insurance Company, reported the same back 
amended, by striking out all after the first section ; which 
was adopted, and the bill ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Holly, from the committee on Roads, Bridges and Fer¬ 
ries, to which was referred the bill exempting apportioners 
and overseers of roads in Shelby county from road duty ; 

To legalize the act of the commissioners' court of Coffee 
county ; 

To authorize Dennis Springer to construct a turnpike, &c. 
Reported favorably thereon. Said bills were severally read 
second time and ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Benners from the committee on the State Bank and 
Branches, to which was referred so much of the Governor's 
message as relates to the foreign debt, reported that said 
foreign debt amounts to the sum of three millions four hun¬ 
dred and forty-five thousand dollars, ($3,445,000,) falling 
due as follows, to wit: 

$1,889,000— 5 per cent, bonds in 1863, in New York, 
$52,000 " " " " 1865, " 

$168,000 " " 


1872 
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The interest on which falls due in May and November of 
each year. 

$648,000— 5 per cent, bonds in 1866, payable in London ;

The interest on which falls due in J une, J anuary and J uly. 

That, considering the pressing demands which are likely 
to be made upon the treasury of the State during the con¬ 
tinuance of the war, they fully concur in the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Governor in his message, that an act should be 
passed authorizing and providing for the renewal of the 
bonds, so far as the debt falling due in the year 1863 is con¬ 
cerned. These bonds are drawing five per cent, interest, 
and by the terms of the same, when originally created, are 
renewable at the pleasure of the State, by the payment of 
the interest thereon. 

The committee have not considered it necessary at the 
present time to provide for the extinction of the amounts 
falling due beyond the year 1863, and have instructed me 
to report a bill to renew and extend the time of payment of 
certain Stale bonds therein named. 

Said bill was then read first, second and third times and 
passed. 

Mr. Benners, from the committee on Ways and Means, to 
which was referred the resolution of inquiry in regard to 
exporting salt from bills State, reported a bill " to prevent 
the export of salt from the State of Alabama.” Said bill 
was read, when Mr. Boyles moved its reference to the com¬ 
mittee on the Judiciary ; the motion failed, and the bill was 
read the third time and passed, and sent forthwith to the- 
Senate. 


SENATE BILLS. 

Mr. Coleman, from the committee on Privileges and Elec¬ 
tions, to which was referred the Senate bill to compensate 
the inspectors, clerks and returning officers of general elec¬ 
tions, held in and for the county of Mobile, reported favor¬ 
ably, and the bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Pickett, from the committee on the J udiciary, reported 
back the Senate bill " to authorize executors, administrators, 
guardians and trustees to make loans to the Confederate 
States,” &c.; 

"Amendatory of an act requiring certain duties of justices 
of the peace in Fayette county;" 

" To provide for folding special terms of circuit courts in 
the 10th judicial circuit 
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" To amend section 672 of the Code 

And the House bill "to restrict the pay of witnesses to 
one case per day in State cases." 

Said bills were severally ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Pickett, from the same committee, reported back the 
House hill "in relation to appeals," which was read the third 
time and passed. 

Mr. Pickett, from the same committee, reported adversely 
on the bill "to provide for publication of notices," &c., and 
also reported back the bill to authorize justices of the peace 
to appoint overseers of the roads, and for other purposes, 
with the recommendation that said bill be referred to the 
committee on Roads, Bridges and Ferries. The said reports 
were concurred in. 

Mr. Burnett, from the committee on Military Affairs, re¬ 
ported back the bills to repeal an act to provide for an effi¬ 
cient military organization of the State of Alabama, and to 
" amend the militia law in the city of Mobile," which were 
severally ordered to a third reading. 

Also, a bill to repeal in part an ordinance to provide for 
the military defence of the State of Alabama, adopted J anu- 
ary 10th, 1861, which bill was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Burnett, from the same committee, reported adversely 
on the bills "to amend an net to enable the Governor to 
exempt editors and printers from military duty;" 

And " repealing section 21 of chapter 12 of the military 
code of Alabama," &c. 

Said reports were concurred in. 

Mr. Burnett, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the bill "to repeal an ordinance of the convention for 
the military defence of this State also, " an ordinance to 
reorganize the militia of the State of Alabama," reported 
the same back, and moved to lay the bill on the table, as 
the objects contemplated therein were embraced in a bill 
previously before the House. The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Langdon, from the committee on Internal Improve¬ 
ments, to which was referred the bill " to incorporate the 
Wills Valley Coal and Leather Company," reported the same 
back, and recommended its reference to the committee on 
Manufactures. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Langdon, from the same committee, to whom was 
referred the bill to amend an act for the improvement of 
the bay and harbor of Mobile, reported the same back, and 
the bill was ordered to a third reading. 
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Mr. Stansel, from the committee on the J udiciary, to which 
was referred the bill to prohibit the selling or offering for 
sale vinous or spirituous liquors within two miles of Spring 
Hill church, in the county of Perry, or of Liberty Baptist 
church, in the county of Pickens, reported favorably there¬ 
on, and the bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Arrington, from the same committee, reported favor¬ 
ably on the bill " to make certain transcripts evidence in 
courts of justice." Said bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Boyles, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the Senate bill "in relation to debts due alien ene¬ 
mies," reported the same back amended as follows: 

Strike out all after the enacting clause, and insert: Section 
1. That until the legislature shall otherwise provide, no suit 
or other proceedings shall be prosecuted in judgment in any 
court of this State, for any debt or money due, nor shall any 
execution be issued upon any existing judgment or decree 
of any court of this State, or upon any bond having the effect 
of a judgment for money ; and all executions upon any such 
judgment, decree or bond, now in the hands of any officer of 
this State for collection, shall be returned to the court from 
which they were issued, "stayed by operation of law any prop¬ 
erty upon which any such execution has been levied, shall be 
restored to the defendant, if in the possession of or under 
the control of the officer levying such execution ; and the 
levy shall not be any satisfaction of the execution, or of the 
judgment or decree, or forfeited bond on which it was issued. 
Provided, also, that such judgments, decrees or bonds hav¬ 
ing the effect of judgments, shall operate as a lien upon all 
the property, both personal and real, of the defendant, in the 
same manner and to the same extent as if such executions 
had been continued in the hands of such officers ; and, pro¬ 
vided further, that any bonds taken by such officers, for the 
delivery of property levied upon in such cases prior to the 
passage of this act, when returned forfeited, shall in like 
manner have the force and effect of judgments and operate 
as liens upon all the property of the obligors, in the same 
manner and to the same extent as would executions in the 
hands of sheriffs or other officers. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, that if any suit now 
pending in any of the courts of this State, shall be dismissed, 
no execution shall be issued on any judgment rendered for 
costs in such suit, until otherwise provided by law. 

Sec. 3. Be it furcter enacted, that the time during which 
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this law is in force, shall not be computed in any case where 
the statutes of limitation come in question. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, that this act shall not apply 
to contracts or liabilities for the payment of money made 
and entered into after its passage ; provided such contracts 
or liabilities are not founded on indebtedness existing prior 
to the passage of this act. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, that the liens provided for in 
this statute, shall in no case lie on crops or merchandise. 

Which, on motion of Mr. Pickett, was ordered to lay on 
the table, and 150 copies to be printed. 

Mr. Boyles, from the committee on Corporations, to which 
was referred the House bill to incorporate the Mechanics' 

Aid Association of Mobile, reported a substitute for the 
same, which was adopted and ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Brooks, from the committee on Retrenchment, re¬ 
ported favorably on the bill to repeal an act providing for 
the military education of two young men from each county 
in this State ; and, on motion of Mr. Reynolds, the consider¬ 
ation of the bill was postponed until to-morrow. 

Mr. Hearin, from the committee on County Boundaries, 
reported favorably on the bill to repeal an act to change the 
boundary line between J efferson and Shelby counties. The 
bill was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Pickett introduced a bill to declare the effect, of or¬ 
ders, decrees and judgments of the probate courts, which 
was read the first and second times and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on the J udiciary. 

Mr. Cabaniss offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on Privileges and Elections 
inquire and report as soon as practicable into the expediency 
of authorizing and requiring the returning officers of the 
several counties of this State to make returns of the result 
of the recent election for president, vice president and mem¬ 
bers of congress by mail ; and if they deem it advisable to 
report by bill. Also, to inquire if any legislation be neces¬ 
sary to enforce the prompt return of the result of such elec¬ 
tion.

Mr. Sykes moved the following amendment: 

Provided proof be made that said stock was killed with 
the knowledge of the owner of such slave or slaves ; which, 
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On motion of Mr. Benners, was laid on the table. 

Mr. Cabaniss offered the following amendment, which, on 
motion of Mr. Burnett, was laid on the table: 

Provided also, that in the event the stock thus killed be 
sold by such slave without the written consent of his owner, 
then the remedy of the owner of such stock must be against 
the purchaser, and he shall be entitled to recover of such 
purchaser, five times the value of the stock sold. 

Mr. Walden offered the following, which, on motion of 
Mr. Sheets, was laid on the table: 

And provided further, that it shall be made to appear to 
the satisfaction of the court before whom such recovery is 
sought, that the owner or hirer of the slave or slaves con¬ 
victed of such theft or killing had not provided sufficient 
food for such slave or slaves. 

Mr. Sykes offered the following amendment: Insert "dog" 
or "dogs" in the third line after "slaves." 

Mr. Griffin moved to amend the amendment as follows: 

Be it further enacted that every family in the State who 
keeps over two dogs, shall pay five dollars tax each for all 
over two. 

Mr. Burnett moved the previous question, which was not 
sustained. 

Mr. Little of Sumter moved to lay the bill and amend- 
mendments on the table ; which motion was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Sheets, the pending amendments were 
laid on the table. 

Mr. J emison offered the following amendment, which was 
lost: 

Provided, that if the stock be stolen by runaway slave or 
slaves, the master or hirer shall not be held responsible under 
this act. 

Mr. Ussery moved to amend the bill by inserting after the 
word "whatever" the words "or shall kill, steal or destroy 
any kind of property," which motion was lost. 

And then the House adjourned until to-morrow morning, 
10 o'clock.

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Mitchell. 

On request of Messrs. Griffin and Clapp, leave of absence 
was granted them for the balance of this session. 

Mr. Walthall, from the committee on Enrolled Bills, re¬ 
ported back as corrected the enrolled bills— 
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To divorce Wm. L. Thomas from his wife Rebecca Thomas; 

Making appropriation for the payment of members, offi¬ 
cers, clerks and messengers of the General Assembly at the 
present extra session, and the regular session thereof, com¬ 
mencing 2nd Monday in November, A. D., 1861; 

To authorize the commissioners' court of Monroe county, 
to divide the county into four commissioners districts; 

To refund to Andrew J. Crawford, tax collector of Marengo 
county, a certain amount of money paid into the State 
Treasury by mistake. 

To amend an act regulating the time of holding court in 
Mobile, and to hear and determine cases in admiralty ; and 

To amend the charter of the Opelika and Talladega Rail¬ 
road Company. 

Mr. Lawler moved to reconsider the vote by which the 
House refused to reconsider the vote ordering the bill to pre¬ 
vent the exportation of salt to be sent forthwith to the 
Senate. 

The chair decided the motion out of order. 

Mr. Stansel appealed from the decision of the chair, and 
the question, shall the decision of the chair stand as the 
judgment of the House? was decided in the affirmative. 

The Senate bill for the benefit of the administrators of 
the estate of John R. Berry, was read the third time and 
passed, and ordered sent forthwith to the Senate. 

Mr. Alldredge, from the committee on Propositions and 
Grievances, to which was referred the bill for the relief of 
J. W. Thrasher, reported the same back and recommended 
its reference to the committee on 16th Sections. The report 
was concurred in. 

Mr. Walden, from the committee on the J udiciary, to 
which was referred the resolution of Mr. West, in relation 
to the eligibility of county treasurers to seats in the General 
Assembly, reported as follows : 

That a county is a body corporate, with power to sue and 
be sued in its own name, to take and hold property, real and 
personal, and dispose of and convey the same through its 
chartered organ, the court of county commissioners. Its 
treasury is held as its own proper fund separate and distinct 
from the State Treasury, and under the limitations and re¬ 
strictions of its charter, (the statutes creating the county) 
it may by assessments increase or diminish that treasury at 
will. The county treasurer is appointed by and removable 
at the discretion of the court of county commissioners, 
makes his bond payable to the county, and is held to account 
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for the management of his trust, not by the State, but by 
the county in its own name as a corporation—Chapters 1 and 
2, title 10, parti, of the Code of Alabama. A county 
treasurer does not hold his office under the State, any more 
than does the treasurer of a city corporation or of a bank¬ 
ing corporation. True, he receives his appointment and is 
regulated in the discharge of his official duties by State laws, 
but it is the law of the charter of the corporation under 
which he holds office, and so also of the treasurer of a city 
or banking corporation. 

The action of the House of Representatives of this State 
in the case of the Hon. Geo. E. Brewer— House J ournal, 
pages, 94, 95 and 96, and cases there referred to, are relied 
on as authority for this report: 

Your committee recommend as a substitute for the pre¬ 
amble and resolutions referred to them, that the House 
adopt the following: 

Resolved, That county treasurers do not hold their offices 
under the State of Alabama within the meaning of section 
26, article 3. of the Constitution thereof, and, therefore, are 
not ineligible to seats in this House. 

The House concurred in the report, and the resolution 
reported by the committee was adopted. 

Mr. Little of Cherokee, from the committee on Accounts 
and Claims, reported a bill for the relief of J ohn Powell of 
Montgomery county, which was read and ordered to a third 
reading. 

Also, a bill for the relief of J ohn P. Howard, jailor of 
Butler county, which was read three times forthwith, passed 
and sent to the Senate. 

Mr. Cabaniss offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

That the committee on Manufactures be required to in¬ 
quire and report to this House as to the policy of granting 
legislative encouragement to the manufacture of cotton and 
woolen cards, if by them deemed advisable to report a bill 
for that purpose. 

The Senate bill for the relief of Robert E. Howard and 
Wm. E. Beardson, was read the second time. 

Mr. Little of Sumter, moved to amend the bill as fol¬ 
lows:

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 11, 1861.} 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

There were some matters omitted in my late message, and 
others have transpired since, to which I desire to call at¬ 
tention of the general assembly. 

By an ordinance of the State Convention entitled "an or¬ 
dinance in relation to the waste and unappropriated lands 
in the State of Alabama," the State asserted the right of 
property in, and assumed the control and jurisdiction of said 
lands. By the third section of said ordinance it is provided 
" that the Registers of the several district land offices, and 
the Receivers of public money for lands in said districts of 
this State, are hereby removed and their offices vacated, and 
the duties heretofore required by law to be performed by the 
Registers and Receivers of the several land offices, shall be 
performed by one person at each office, who shall be styled 
the Register and Receiver, and who shall be appointed by 
the Governor for such term as the general assembly may by 
law provide ; and all such officers, except in the land districts 
where said offices are herein abolished, are hereby appointed 
to their several offices respectively for the unexpired period 
of their terms." By this ordinance the offices of Registers 
and Receivers were abolished, and the persons holding them 
reappointed ; provided, they were willing to accept "for the 
unexpired period of their terms." 

The term of the Register of the hand office at Centre had 
expired a short time before the adoption of said ordinance, 
and the Receiver was appointed to perform the duties of 
both offices. In all the land districts the officers gave bond 
as required by the ordinance, and entered upon the discharge 
of their duties on the — day of J une, 1861. It will be seen 
that said ordinance makes no provision for the payment of 
but one officer. This, no doubt, was an oversight in the 
Convention, and I recommend that a reasonable salary be 
fixed for both Registers and Receivers for the unexpired pe¬ 
riod of their terms. 

By the 36th section of this ordinance it is provided " that 
any citizen of this State, whether male or female, who shall 
not in his or her own right be the owner of land, and who 
is at the same time the head of a family, shall be entitled to 
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enter eighty acres of land free of all costs and charges." &c. 

It has been suggested to me by one who is in position to 
know, that the benevolent provisions of the section of the 
ordinance referred to have been abused at one of the land 
offices, and frauds committed in the entry of lands under it. 

I therefore recommend that, if possible, provisions be made 
more effectually to prevent fraudulent entries of public lands. 

Since writing the above, I have approved a bill passed by 
the legislature suspending the operation of said 36th section 
of the ordinance referred to, which renders any further ac¬ 
tion unnecessary in regard to it. 

STATE BONDS. 

On the 31st day of October, 1861, the Bank of Montgom¬ 
ery purchased State bonds to the amount of forty-five thou¬ 
sand dollars, and promises to purchase five thousand dollars 
more in a short time. This liberal purchase of bonds in this 
crisis entitles it, in my opinion, to be placed in the same 
condition of the other banks of the State. I therefore recom¬ 
mend that it be authorized to suspend specie payments, with 
the proper limitations and restrictions. I make a similar 
recommendation in regard to the Farmers' Bank, which, I 
am informed, has deposited $100,000 in Confederate States 
bonds with the Comptroller under the free banking law. 

MILITARY FUND. 

As a considerable amount has been added to the Military 

Fund since the 22d October, 1861-up to which time the 

statement was made in my late message—I now add the fol¬ 
lowing statement showing the balance in the treasury of this 
fund on the 6th day of November, 1861. 

The entire receipts at the treasury under the acts "to raise 
money and to provide for the military defense of the State 
of Alabama," and to authorize certain banks to suspend 
specie payments, including interest on payments up

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A very large proportion of the amount of this fund ex¬ 
pended within the last three months, has been for soldiers 
clothing, which it is expected will be returned to the treas¬ 
ury in a short time. There are still existing large contracts 
for materials and for making clothing, which must be paid 
out of this fund, for which the State will be reimbursed, as 
shown in my former message. 

It is due to one of the most worthy and patriotic citizens 
of the State of Alabama, (Col. J oel E. Matthews, of Dallas 
county,) to state that in J anuary last, and before any appro¬ 
priation had been made for the defense of the State, and at 
a time when greatly needed, deposited to the credit of the 
Governor, in the Bank of Mobile, fifteen thousand dollars 
to aid in repairing Fort Morgan. This very liberal and 
timely donation was expended as designed, as appears in the 
report of the Quartermaster General. It is further due to 
Col. Matthews to state that he was appointed Auditor under 
the provisions of" an act making appropriations for the mil¬ 
itary defense of the State,” approved February 6th, 1861, 
and after serving for some time, resigned and declined to 
receive any thing for his services. 

HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 

For a full understanding of the present condition of the 
Hospital for the I nsane, I refer you to the report of the 
Trustees and Superintendent, herewith submitted. 

This Institution, so necessary for the most unfortunate 
class of our citizens, should receive the fostering care of the 
State. 


ASYLUM FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 

This valuable I nstitution has fully met the expectations of 
its most sanguine friends ; and I take this occasion to sug¬ 
gest that in reccommending the suspension of the appropria¬ 
tion for educational purposes during the war, it was not my 
intention to include the annual appropriation of five thou¬ 
sand dollars made to it. I refer you to the report of the 
Trustees for an accurate statement of the progress and con¬ 
dition of the I nstitution. 

MILITARY BOARD. 

Under the provisions of an act entitled "an act to author¬ 
ize the Governor to appoint a Military Board, I appointed 
the late Col. Egbert J. J ones, Gabriel B. du Val, and J. J. 

Seibels. The board was duly organized and continued to 
hold daily meetings for about four weeks, when it was dis¬ 
charged. It is due to these gentlemen to say that they con¬ 
curred with the Executive in the opinion that there existed 
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no farther necessity for the continuance of the Military 
Board. 

PRIVATE SECRETARIES. 

Under "an act to authorize the Governor to employ two 
Secretaries," approved J anuary 19, 1861, I employed an ad¬ 
ditional Secretary and retained him about three weeks, when 
he was discharged. On the 8th of September last, I em¬ 
ployed another. The business of the Executive Department 
had accumulated to such an extent that it was impossible for 
one Secretary and myself to discharge it. Two Secretaries 
will no doubt be necessary to a prompt discharge of the pub¬ 
lic business of the department during the war, and I recom¬ 
mend that the Governor be authorized to employ them so 
long as the public exigencies may in his opinion require it. 

The act referred to only authorized him to continue them 
until the end of the present year. 

SOLDIERS' HOME. 

A Hospital has been established in the city of Montgom¬ 
ery for sick soldiers, called the " Soldiers' Home," which has 
been sustained by charitable contributions. 

The apothecaries of the city have furnished medicines 
without charge, and the physicians have gratuitously waited 
upon and administered to the wants of the patients. Mont¬ 
gomery has been the principal point of rendezvous in the 
State for troops ordered into the service. The consequence 
has been that for the past six months there have been con¬ 
stantly sick soldiers in the hospital. I am informed that the 
furnishing of medicines has become a heavy tax upon the 
apothecaries. I therefore recommend that an appropriation 
be made to pay for medicines hereafter furnished for sick 
soldiers in the "Soildiers 1 Home," to be paid on the certifi¬ 
cate of a physician that the medicine was procured and used 
for that purpose. 

The great amount of business pressing upon me has pre¬ 
vented me doing more than to call the attention of the gen¬ 
eral assembly to the subjects referres to in this message.

State; 

By Mr. Little of Sumter, to divorce Rebecca P. Bobbitt 
from William Bobbitt; 

Also, to amend the charter of the Livingston Insurance 
Company. 

Said bills were severally read and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Bills were introduced— 

By Mr. Calhoun, for the relief of J. W. Thrasher; 

By Mr. Foster, to remit certain fines; 

By Mr. Mabry, to authorize the sale and distribution of 
the estate of James Hamilton, deceased; 

By Mr. Hughes, to prevent retailing spirituous liquors 
within two miles of Harmony Church in the county of 
Franklin ; 

By Mr. Coleman, to enable persons to recover for stock 
stolen from them by slaves. 

Said bills were severally read forthwith, and referred to 
the committee on the J udiciary. 

Mr. Ellis introduced a bill to regulate entries of public 
lands ; which was read the first and second times forthwith, 
and referred to the committee on Public Lands, 

Mr. Horn introduced a bill to exempt the property of 
widows of soldiers who have died in the army of the Con¬ 
federate States of America, to the amount of one thousand 
dollars; 

And Mr. Lawler, a bill to amend an act to encourage the 
manufacture of salt in Alabama, 
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Which were severally read the first and second times and 
referred to the committee on Ways and Means. 

Mr. Hearin of Clarke, introduced a bill to allow compen¬ 
sation to J ohn D. Cogburn, Charles Pouncey and Luck 
Wainright for slaves executed for offenses against the pub¬ 
lic security, which was read the first and second times and 
referred to the committee on Propositions and Grievances.

Mr. Griffin moved to amend said resolution by adding the 
name of the Rev. J ames Shelton, of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, after that of the Rev. Basil Manly. The amendment 
was adopted, and the resolution as amended was adopted. 

By Mr. Ashley- 

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the constitutionality and expediency 
of the State of Alabama issuing treasury notes, or other rep¬ 
resentative of currency, for the purpose of purchasing or 
advancing upon such portion as may be deemed necessary, 
of the present cotton crop of the State as will afford relief to 
the pressing wants of our people, and that said committee 
report by bill or otherwise. 

By Mr. Foreman- 

Resolved, That the committee on Manufactories be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of encouraging the 
manufacture of cotton cards in this State, and report by bill 
or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Sheets, the resolution was amended by 
adding the words, "and wool” after "cotton and, as 
amended, the resolution was adopted. 

By Mr. Shelton- 

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of submitting a proposition 
to amend the constitution of the State, so as to give juris¬ 
diction to justices of the peace for trials of assaults and bat¬ 
teries, and of causes in which the amount in controversy 
shall not exceed one hundred dollars. The resolution was 
adopted.

Resolved, That the Senate be invited into the Hall of the 
House on to-morrow, at 12 M., to open and publish in pres¬ 
ence of both Houses, the votes for Governor of this State.

By Mr. Alldredge— 

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary be instructed 
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to inquire into the expediency of passing a law declaring all 
deeds of trust null and void, that have been standing open 
on the record for ten years or upwards, unless such deeds be 
renewed within six months from the passage of such act. 

The resolution was adopted. 

By Mr. Stansel— 

Resolved, That the committee on Ways and Means be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of grading the lands 
in this State with reference to assessments of taxes thereon. 

The resolution was adopted: 

By Mr. Lawler, which was adopted— 

Resolved, That the committee on Public Lands be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of making the following 
amendments to the ordinance, styled an ordinance in rela¬ 
tion to the waste and unappropriated lands in the State of 
Alabama, approved 20th March, 1861: 

1st. To recognize the land districts, with a view to reduce 
the number and curtail the expenses attending the disposal 
of the lands. 

2d. To reduce the price of the alternate sections and parts 
of sections owned by the State, lying within fifteen miles of 
any rail road, either already built or in process of construc¬ 
tion, to which donations of land were made by the late gov¬ 
ernment of the United States ; such change, if made, to take 
effect at a period which will afford to the Alabama volun¬ 
teers in the military service of the country, ample opportu¬ 
nity to share the benefits of the reduction. 

3d. The consolidation of the offices of register and receiver, 
and the appointment of but one person to transact the bu¬ 
siness of each district land office, with a provision that no 
officer shall receive for his services a compensation greater 
than the receipts for lands sold at his office. 

4th. To require the commissioner of public lands to report 
the operations of his once to the 1st November inst.; and 
that he be required to make an annual report hereafter, du¬ 
ring the first week of the session of the legislature, showing 
the quantity of land sold and money received at each of the 
district land offices, and under what provision of the land 
ordinance and laws, and that the said committee report by 
bill or otherwise, and include any other changes which in 
their opinion will render the land system more efficient with¬ 
out incurring the expenses of that department. 

Also, by Mr. Lawyer, which was adopted— 

Whereas, in the event of the Congress of the Confederate 
States, either for want of constitutional power, or upon 
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grounds of expediency, should decline to purchase or ad¬ 
vance upon the cotton crops, now in the hands of planters, 
the people of this State cannot pay the war tax levied by the 
government, prior to the removal of the blockade, without 
submitting to a sacrifice of their property ; and whereas, it 
is desirable that the war should be prosecuted without un¬ 
due oppression upon any class of our people ; therefore 

Resolved, That the committee on Ways and Means be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency, in either contin¬ 
gency above referred to, of memorializing the Confederate 
States to postpone the collection of the Confederate war tax 
to a period beyond the removal of the present blockade; 
prefacing such memorial with an assurance of the patriotic 
desire and determination on the part of the people of Ala¬ 
bama, to contribute to the full extent of their ability in men 
and money, to the prosecution of the war to a successful is¬ 
sue, and with the further assurance that this General Assem¬ 
bly approve of the act of congress imposing a tax upon the 
property of the country to provide for the redemption of the 
treasury notes issued by the Confederate government, and 
only asks that time may be afforded for the people of this 
State to effect a sale of their cotton, which is the chief pro¬ 
duct of this State made for sale ; and that said committee 
have leave to report at such time as in their judgment may 
be proper. 

By Mr. Butler, which was adopted— 

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary be in¬ 
structed to inquire and report, to this House whether any 
further legislation is advisable in relation to the fees of judges 
of probate, and especially whether the record of vouchers in 
guardian settlements may not be safely dispensed with; 
whether the costs in settlement of insolvent estates cannot 
be reduced without injustice to the officers of the court; 
whether annual settlements by guardians of estates having 
an annual income of less than five hundred dollars, may not 
be safely dispensed with by requiring such guardians to file 
in court annually a settlement under oath of their receipts 
and disbursements ; whether the compensation, not exceed¬ 
ing $150 authorized by section 3046 of the Code, be allowed 
to judges of probate, was intended to authorize a quarterly 
or annual allowance. 

Resolved, further, That if the committee deem any legisla¬ 
tion on these subjects advisable, they be required to report 
a bill or bills to effectuate the objects devised. 

And then the House adjourned to 10 A. M. to-morrow. 
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WEDNESDAY, November 13th, 1861. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment.

By Mr. Stansel, an act to repeal section 3274, and in part 
section 3087 office Code; 

By Mr. Ussery, an act for the benefit of hirelings; 

By Mr. Gullett, an act to authorize the judge of the pro¬ 
bate court of Wilcox county to make advertisement in a 
paper published in an adjoining county ; 

By Mr. Pickett, for the relief of A. L. Montgomery of 
Lawrence county. 

Said bills were severally read and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Mr. Liddell presented the petition of J. W. Posey, J. T. 
Henderson, and other citizens of Monroe county, in relation 
to certain roads. The petition was referred to the commit¬ 
tee on Roads, Bridges and Ferries. 

(Mr. Pickett in the chair,) Mr. Speaker laid before the 
House a communication from J. P. Renton, Esq.; which, on 
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motion, was referred to the committee on Privileges and 
Elections. 

Bills were introduced— 

By Mr. Alldredge, conferring the privilege on wives of 
volunteers to enter one hundred and sixty acres of land for 
a homestead, and giving pre-emption rights. Said bills were 
read first and second times forthwith and referred to the 
committee on Public Lands. 

By Mr. Rives, to amend the charter of the Bank of Ala¬ 
bama. Said bill was read first and second times forthwith, 
and referred to the committee on Banks and Banking. 

By Mr. Walden, to amend an act therein named. The 
bill was read first and second times forthwith and referred 
to the committee on Ways and Means. 

By Mr. Sheets, an act to render the school system more 
efficient as a means of educating the children of the poor. 

The bill was read the first and second times forthwith, and 
referred to the committee on Education. 

Message from the Senate by Mr. Screws, informed the 
House that the Senate concurred in the resolution of the 
House proposing that the two Houses assemble in the hall 
of the House this day at 12 M., to elect a State printer; 

Also, in the House resolution proposing joint session of 
the committee of Ways and Means of the House, and the 
Finance and Taxation of the Senate, and of the committees 
on State Printing and the State Capitol of the two Houses; 

Also, that the Senate had adopted a resolution requiring 
the bills, papers and documents belonging originally to the 
House at the called session to be returned. (The papers and 
documents referred to accompanying this message,) and the 
following resolution : 

That in pursuance of section 34 of the Code, the President 
of the Senate appoint a committee of three to act with a like 
committee on the part of the House, to examine the offices of 
Comptroller and Treasurer. Messrs. Morgan, Hammond 
and Groce are appointed said committee on the part of the 
Senate. 

Mr. Starke, from the select committee to which was re¬ 
ferred the bill to provide for the election of members to fill 
vacancies in the provisional congress of the Confederate 
States of America, reported favorably thereon. The bill was 
read the third time forthwith. 

Mr. Burnett moved to amend the bill by engrossed ryder, 
as follows : Provided, that if a vacancy occurs in the repre¬ 
sentation from this State in the provisional congress of the 
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Confederate States of America, after the adjournment of this 
General Assembly, the Governor shall fill the same by the 
appointment of a person from the district in which the va¬ 
cancy occurs. Said ryder was read the first time. 

Mr. Sheets moved to lay the same on the table, which 
motion was lost. The ryder was then read the second and 
third times and adopted, and the House refused to pass the 
bill as amended— Yeas 31, Nays 58.

Mr. Cotnam moved to amend the first section by striking 
out the words "in each congressional district in this State 
an agent or commissioner," and inserting the words, "3 
agents or commissioners in this State, one for the Southern, 
one for the Middle, and one for the Northern Division." 

Said amendment was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Sykes, the third section was amended 
by filling the blank with 180,000 before dollars. 

On motion of Mr. Walden, the same section was amended 
by inserting after the word " which," the words "or so much 
thereof as the Governor may determine." 
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On motion of Mr. Burnett, the same section was amended 
by adding thereto the following : " when the amount appro¬ 
priated to any one district is not needed, the Governor may 
apply such amount to other districts where the appropria¬ 
tion is insufficient." 

On motion of Mr. Griffin, the blank in the 4th section was 
filled with the word "forty" before thousand. 

Mr. Stansel moved to fill the first blank in the 6th section 
after the words "appointed by," with the words "the Gov¬ 
ernor." 

Mr. Burnett moved to amend the amendment by filling 
the blank with the words, "the General Assembly, and in 
case of a vacancy in any commissionerships, the Governor 
shall fill the same." 

Which amendment was lost, and the amendment of Mr. 
Stansel was adopted. 

Mr. Smith moved to amend the 7th section by adding to 
the end thereof, "but no equipments or arms shall be fur¬ 
nished to any company until such company shall have been 
received and mustered into service." 

Which amendment was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Walden, the 7th section was further 
amended by inserting before the word "attempts," the words 
"speculate or," and between the word "arms" and "he" "or 
convert said funds or the proceeds thereof or any portion of 
the same to his own use." 

ELECTION OF STATE PRINTER. 

The hour of 12, M., having arrived, the Senate by invita¬ 
tion appeared within the hall of the House, and the two 
Houses proceeded to the election of State Printer— Messrs. 
Shorter, Reid & Barrett of the Montgomery Advertiser & 
Gazette, alone being in nomination, who having received the 
whole number of votes cast, were declared by Mr. Speaker 
to have been duly and constitutionally elected State Printers 
for the time prescribed by law. 

The Senate then withdrew. 

Mr. Alldredge, by leave, offered the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the door-keeper of this House ascertain if 
there are one hundred seats in the hall of the House of 
Representatives, for the use of members, and if there are 
not so many, the door-keeper be required to have the re¬ 
quisite number prepared as soon as practicable. 
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SPECIAL ORDER. 

The House then resumed the consideration of the special 
order, it being the bill for the equipment of volunteers, &c. 

Mr. Foreman moved to amend the 1st section of the bill 
by striking out the words "in each congressional district in 
this State," and inserting the words "by the Governor." 

On motion of Mr. Sykes, said amendment was laid on the 

table. 

Mr. Griffin moved to reconsider the vote by which the 
blank in the 6th section was filled with the words, "the 
Governor." 

Said motion was lost. 

Mr. Smith moved to amend the 6th section as to the com¬ 
pensation of commissioners ; insert after the word "receive," 
the words "as the Governor upon proof shall allow, subject 
to the ratification of the next General Assembly," and strike 
out all after the word "receive" in said section, which was 
adopted. 

Mr. J emison moved to amend by an additional section, as 
follows, to be numbered section 8 : 

"Be it further enacted, That if in the judgment of any 
one of the commissioners appointed under this act, an exorbi. 
tant charge shall be made for any article of equipment that 
may be exposed for sale in the market, he shall be authorized 
to seize the same and pay for any such article or articles such 
price as the same may be appraised at by twelve jurors to be 
chosen by the sheriff of the county in which said articles 
may be found. 

Mr. Starke moved that the bill and amendment be indefin¬ 
itely postponed. 

On motion of Mr. Walden, the further consideration of 
the special order was postponed until to-morrow at 11 
o'clock. 

Mr. Langdon moved to adjourn until 10 o'clock to-morrow, 
which motion was lost. 

The Senate bill to amend the 10th section of an act to 
authorize the Governor to take possession of all the salt in 
store, or on shipboard, or held for sale in the State, for the 
public use, and for other purposes, approved November 9, 

1861; 

Was read the first, second and third times forthwith and 
passed. 

The Senate bill in relation to coffee, was read the first and 
second times forthwith, and pending the discussion thereon, 
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on motion of Mr. Lyon, the House adjourned until to-mor¬ 
row morning, 10 o'clock.

3. Resolved, That the Governor be further requested to in¬ 
form this House whether he has authorized the shipment of 
any salt beyond the limits of this State, and if so, under 

what circumstances and for what purposes. 

Mr. Lyon, from the committee on Ways and Means, re¬ 
ported a bill making an appropriation to repay a certain loan 
therein mentioned ; and a bill to provide compensation to 
Col. J. W. Echols, for services rendered in purchasing stores 
and provisions for the troops of the State, 

Which were severally read the first and second times and 
ordered to a third reading. 

The hour of 12 M. having arrived, the Senate by invitation 
appeared within the, hall of the House, and the two Houses 
in convention proceeded to count the votes for, and declared 
the election of the Governor of the State of Alabama.

9th, 1861, be, and the same is hereby so construed that none 
of the provisions thereof shall apply to any sale or purchase 
of salt by which citizens of any adjoining State accustomed 
to sell their produce in any market in this State, shall be 
supplied with salt bona fide for their own consumption. 

Sec. 2. That so much of the aforesaid act as authorizes the 
seizure of salt on ship board, be, and the same is hereby con¬ 
strued not to apply to salt on board of any vessel upon which 
such salt is imported into this State, nor to any salt on board 
of any lighter bona fide transferring such salt from such im¬ 
porting vessel to the place of delivery of such salt to the 
consignee thereof. 

Sec. 3. That none of the provisions of the aforesaid act 
shall apply to any salt actually imported from foreign coun¬ 
tries, after the 9th day of Nov. 1861, and during the continu¬ 
ance of the present blockade of the ports of the Confederate 
States by the United States. 

Mr. Martin of Calhoun moved to lay the bill and amend 
ments on the table ; which motion was lost.

Mr. Speaker: 

The committee on the J udiciary, to which was referred the 
bill to be entitled an act to remit certain lines against vol¬ 
unteer soldiers, have had the same under consideration, and 
instruct me to report, that whilst the committee are willing 
and anxious to recommend such measures as shall give en¬ 
couragement to the brave and gallant soldiers who are now 
engaged in our natural defence, yet this matter has been the 
subject of adjudication by the supreme court of the State of 
Alabama, in the case of Haley et al. v. Clark, 26 Ala. 439, 
in which it was determined, in substance, that by article 4, 
section 11 of the constitution of Alabama, the power to re¬ 
mit fines and forfeitures, is given to the Governor; and by 
the second article, the powers of government are divided in¬ 
to three distinct departments— the legislative, executive and 
judicial— and no one of these departments, or person be¬ 
longing thereto, can exercise any power properly belonging 
to either of the others, unless expressly directed or permitted 
by the constitution, and that therefore the power to remit 
fines and forfeitures is confided by the State constitution to 
the Governor alone, and cannot be exercised by the legisla¬ 
ture. The language of the new constitution is precisely the 
same as that of the old on this subject; hence the commit¬ 
tee report adversely to said bill.

Mr. Middleton, from the same committee, reported back 
the bill for the relief W. 0. Royer and G. F. Guiser, and re¬ 
commended its reference to the committee on Elections. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Tally, from the same committee, reported a bill for 
the relief of F. Glackmeyer of Montgomery county ; which 
was read the first and second times forthwith and ordered to 
a third reading . 

Mr. Coleman, from the committee on Privileges and Elec¬ 
tions, reported back the bill to protect the elective franchise 
and municipal elections in the city of Mobile ; which was 
ordered to a third reading.

REPORTS FROM COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Lyon, from the joint select committee, to examine 
and audit the account of J ohn Whiting, commissioner and 
trustee of the State Bank and branches, reported that the 
committee has examined the account of the commissioner 
and trustee, submitted by him to the joint committee of the 
two Flouses of the last General Assembly, showing his trans¬ 
actions up to the 10th of J anuary, 1861, which, as then set¬ 
tled, showed a balance in his hands of $220,252 41, which 
balance is correctly brought forward in the new account. 

On examination of this account from the 10th of J anuary, 
1860, up to the 20th of November, 1861, in detail, and com¬ 
paring each item with the voucher therefor, the several items 
were sustained and verified by proper vouchers. The ar- 
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rangement of the commissioner and trustee to secure the 
prompt fulfillment of every obligation of the State, and to 
preserve its character for good faith and punctuality, have 
been highly judicious, and your committee being entirely 
satisfied of the correctness of the account submitted, recom¬ 
mend that it be allowed, and filed with the Comptroller of 
Public Accounts for safe keeping. 

Your committee, to which was also committed a bill to 
discontinue the office of commissioner and trustee of the 
State Bank and branches, have considered the same, and in 
view of the fact that a portion of the bond of the State 
which constitutes a part of the foreign debt has to be re¬ 
newed, and the payment of interest abroad has to be provi¬ 
ded for from time to time, and that existing political and 
commercial troubles may in some instances require exchange 
to be made in the places and manner of payment of the in¬ 
terest, recommend that the present commisssioner and trus¬ 
tee be continued in office. But as his duties have been di¬ 
minished by a reduction of the debt, they recommend a cor¬ 
responding reduction in his salary. 

In conformity with these views your committee beg leave 
to report the accompanying substitute for the bill referred 
to them, and recommend its passage. 

The substitute was adopted, and the bill read the third 
time and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the blank in the 2nd section was 
filled with the words "one thousand dollars," and the cap¬ 
tion amended so as to read, "a bill to continue the office of 
commissioner and trustee for closing any remaining unset¬ 
tled business of the State Bank and Branches, and to pro¬ 
vide for the payment of the foreign debt of the State."

In relation to debts due alien enemies; 

Were severally read the second time and referred to the 
committee on the J udiciary. 

The House bills, to repeal an act to fix the mode of con¬ 
veying the estate of husband and wife, approved February 
24th, 1860 ; 

And to authorize the establishment of private roads, 

Were severally read the second time and referred to the 
committee on the J udiciary. 

The House bill, to prevent the immigration of citizens of 
the non-slaveholding States of the United States to the State 
of Alabama, was read the second time and referred to the 
committee on Federal Relations. 

The bill to increase the tax on hoarded money, was read 
the second time and referred to the committee on Ways and 
Means. 

The bill to refund to the President and Commissioners of 
Mobile county the amount paid for expenses of camp of in¬ 
struction, was read the second time and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

The Senate bill to authorize the commissioners court of 
Talladega county to levy a special tax for purposes therein 
named, was read the third time and passed. 

The Senate bill for the relief of Wm. J ohnson and other 
tax collectors, was read the third time. 

Mr. Little of Sumter moved to amend, by the addition of 
another section to the bill, to be numbered 6, as engrossed 
ryder. 

Mr. Starke moved to amend the amendment by the addi¬ 
tion of the name of E. B. Roper, tax collector of Butler 
county. 

Mr. Gullett moved further to amend by adding Wm. Wal¬ 
thall, tax collector of Wilcox county. 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the bill and engrossed ryder was 
referred to the committee on Ways and Means. 
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The House bill to amend an act therein named, was read 
the third time. 

Mr. Posey moved the previous question, which was sus¬ 
tained. 

Mr. Starke demanded the yeas and nays on the passage 
of the bill, which motion was lost, and the bill passed. 

On motion of Mr. Benners, the caption of the bill was 
amended to read as follows: 

To repeal an act the more effectually to secure and collect 
fines and forfeiture, and for other purposes, approved Feb¬ 
ruary 25th, 1860. 

The Senate bill in relation to the Bank of Alabama, was 
read the second time and referred to the committee on Banks 
and Banking. 

The following House bills were severally read the second 
time and referred : 

To grant the volunteers of the State of Alabama a home¬ 
stead of 80 acres of land, and for other other purposes. To 
the committee on Public Lands. 

For the relief of J ames W. Wright, superintendent of the 
Glennville Military Institute. To the committee on Ac¬ 
counts and Claims. 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the orders of the day were sus¬ 
pended for the purpose of taking from the table the printed 
bill to authorize the several banks therein named to suspend 
specie payments. 

The bill was read the second time. 

Mr. Lyon moved to amend the bill by adding two sections 
to be numbered sections 5 and 6, as follows: 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, that during the suspension 
of specie payments authorized by this act, any bill-holder 
holding the bills of any one of said banks to the amount of 
fifty dollars, or more, may, if the payment of the same in 
specie be refused at the counter of the bank by which said 
bills were issued, deposit said bills in said bank and require the 
cashier to give him a certificate of the amount of bills so pre¬ 
sented, and that payment of the same was refused, and the 
date of said presentment and refusal; and said bank shall 
be liable to the holder of said certificate for the amount 
thereof, with interest at the rate of eight per centum per 
annum, up to the time of redemption of specie payments by 
said banks; and should said banks fail to resume specie pay¬ 
ments according to the provisions of this act, then said 
banks, on the presentation of the certificate, shall be liable 
to the holder of such certificate for the amount thereof, with 
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twelve per centum per annum interest thereon from such 
presentation until paid. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, that if any cashier shall fail 
or refuse to give the certificate required by the provisions of 
the 4th section of this act, he shall forfeit and pay to the 
bill-holder demanding such certificate the sum of one thous¬ 
and dollars. 

Said amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Little, of Sumter, moved the previous question, which 
was sustained, and the bill ordered to a third reading. 

The House then adjourned till 9 o'clock to-morrow morn¬ 
ing. 


FRIDAY, November 29, 1861. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment.

Mr. Maxwell presented the petition of citizens of Coosa 
county, which was referred to the committee on Propositions 
and Grievances. 

Bills were introduced— 

By Mr. Martin, of J efferson, for the relief of J ohn Camp, 
of Jefferson county ; read the second time, and ordered to a 
third reading ; 

By Mr. Starke, to compensate Richard F. Cook, Register 
and Receiver, which was referred to the committee on Public 
Lands ; 

By Mr. Aiken, to amend an act to regulate judicial pro¬ 
ceedings, and for other purposes, approved February 8, 1861, 
which was referred to the select committee of nine;

Mr. Boyles, from the committee on Corporations, to which 
was referred the bill to incorporate the Mobile Merchants' 

& Traders' Depository, reported the same back. It was read 
a second time, and ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Boyles, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the bill to amend an act to incorporate the Alabama 
Trade and Exchange Company, approved February 5, 1852, 
and the acts supplemental thereto, reported the same back, 
with amendment as follows : Strike out all after the enacting 
clause, and insert five new sections. 

The report was concurred in, the bill was read, and ordered 
to a third reading. 

Mr. Boyles, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred a bill to charter the Southern Direct Trading Com¬ 
pany, reported the same back, with the following amend¬ 
ment : Strike out all of the enacting clause in sections 7 and 
12, and insert two new sections, ro be numbered 7 and 12. 

Mr. Herron, of Barbour, from the same committee, re¬ 
ported back the bill to incorporate the Gulf City I nsurance 
Company, which was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Horn, from the committee on Propositions and Griev¬ 
ances, reported adversely to the petition of sundry citizens 
of Tuscaloosa county, which report was concurred in. 

Mr. Parker, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the bill to repeal an act approved February 6, 1861, to 
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prevent the destruction of fish in the Tennessee river. The 
report was concurred in. 

Mr. Alldredge, from the same committee, reported a bill 
to modify an act approved Dec. 17, 1859, to prevent the sale 
of vinous or spirituous liqnors in the town of Lexington, 
and in beat No. 2, in Tuscaloosa county. The bill was read 
the first time, and ordered tea second reading. 

Mr. Alldredge, from the same committee, to which was 
referred the petition of sundry citizens of Lawrence county 
in relation to contributors in aid of volunteers, reported ad¬ 
versely to the petition, the House having passed a general 
bill accomplishing the object of the petition. 

Mr. Griffin, from the committee on Accounts and Claims, 
reported adversely to the Senate bill to regulate the fees of 
jailors.

The hour of 11, A. M., having arrived, the House proceed¬ 
ed to the consideration of the special order for that hour, it 
being the bill to authorize the collection of the State tax 
assessed and accruing to the treasury during the fiscal year 
commencing 30th Sept., 1861, and ending 30th Sept., 1862, 
to be suspended, and providing for the deficit created 
thereby. 

Mr. Lyon moved to amend the third section by striking 
out the following words: " and the failure of any tax col¬ 
lector to file his assent when required by the comptroller, 
shall cause a forfeiture of his office, and the vacancy shall 
be filled as in other cases of vacancy in such office;” and

On motion of Mr. Foreman, the 4th section was amended 
by striking out all after the words "General Assembly," in 
the 4th line, and inserting the words: "It shall and may be 
lawful for the Governor to raise the amount either by issuing 
treasury notes, the sale of State bonds, or by loans from the 
banks,, as he may deem best." 

On motion of Mr. Boyles, the first section was amended 
by striking out the word "thirty," in the 13th line, and in¬ 
serting the word "sixty." 

Mr. Alldredge moved to amend the same section by strik¬ 
ing out the words, "the next regular session of the General 
Assembly," and inserting "June, 1862," which was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Coleman, the first section was amend¬ 
ed by inserting after the 16th line, the following : 

And they may receive in the collection of said taxes, State 
or Confederate treasury notes unless the Governor otherwise 
direct. 

On motion of Mr. Walden, the entire second section was 
stricken, out. 

On motion of Mr. Coleman, the third section was amend¬ 
ed by adding at the end of said section the words, " nor coun¬ 
ty taxes." 

On motion of Mr. Cabaniss, the fourth section was amend¬ 
ed by striking out the words, "not be able to raise," in the 
6th line, and insert the word, "deem advisable." 

The hour of 12, M., having arrived, the Senate by invita¬ 
tion appeared within the hall of the House, and the two 
Houses in convention proceeded to the election of a judge 
of the supreme court, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
expiration of the term of service of Hon. A. J. Walker. 

A. J. Walker alone being in nomination, who having re¬ 
ceived the entire number of votes cast, was declared by 
Mr. Speaker to be duly and constitutionally elected a judge 
of the supreme court for the term prescribed by the Consti¬ 
tution. 

2. J udge of the supreme court.— George W. Stone alone 
being in nomination, who having received the entire number 
of votes cast, was declared by Mr. Speaker to be duly and 
constitutionally elected a judge of the supreme court for the 
term prescribed by the Constitution. 

3. A chancellor of the Northern Division.— J ohn Foster 
alone being in nomination, who received the entire number 
of votes cast, was declared by Mr. Speaker to be duly and 
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constitutionally elected chancellor of the Northern Chancery 
Division of the State of Alabama. 

The Senate then withdrew, and the House resumed the 
consideration of the special order. 

On motion of Mr. Walden, the fifth section was amended 
by adding at the end of the section, the words, "or to re¬ 
lease him from the duty of paying the same into the treasu¬ 
ry as required by law." 

Mr. Cabaniss moved to amend the sixth section by insert¬ 
ing after the word "remove," in the third line, the words 
"his or her property, or any part thereof," and in the 4th 
line to strike out the words "to such case," and insert, "to 
the tax on such property," which was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, the sixth section was amended 
by inserting after the word "may," in the second line, the 
words "or may not." 

On motion of Mr. Thompson of Choctaw, the same sec¬ 
tion was amended by inserting after the word "may," in the 
third line, the words "or ought."

Montgomery, Ala. Nov. 29th, 1861. } 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 

A bill entitled an act to prohibit the sale of spirituous 
liquors within two miles of Bethel Church, in J efferson 
county, is herewith returned to the House of Representa¬ 
tives without my approval. 

The prohibition is entire and does not even permit the 
sale of spirituous liquors or wines for medicinal or sacra¬ 
mental purposes. For this reason I have declined to ap¬ 
prove it. I have heretofore invariably declined to approve 
any bill carrying the prohibition to this extent, and have as 
invariably been sustained by the Legislature.

Prayer by Rev. Dr. Manly.

Mr. Hearin, of Clarke, from the same committee, reported 
adversely to the bill to amend the military laws of Alabama, 
which was concurred in.

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Mr. Lawler, from the committee on Public Lands, report¬ 
ed back the bill for the relief of the Mobile and Great 
Northern Railroad company. The bill was postponed till 
Tuesday next at 11 o'clock, and made the special order for 
that hour. 

Mr. Little, of Sumter, from the committee on the J udi- 
ciary, to which was referred the record of divorce in the case 
of Henry Drakeford against Mary Ann Drakeford, reported 
adversely thereto, for the reason that the decree in said cause 
was rendered since the adoption of the new constitution of 
this State, under the decree of the chancellor, is final in such 
case. 

Mr. Little, from the same committee, reported a bill to 
divorce Cornelius C. Latham from his wife,. Margaret Louisa 
Latham. 

The bill wan read the first, second and third times forth¬ 
with, and passed. 

Mr. Benners, from the same committee, reported a substi¬ 
tute for the bill to authorize Pleasant May to remove the 
personal property of his wards out of the county of Green, 
and to rent land on which to employ it. The substitute was 
adopted, and the bill read the third time, and passed. 

Mr. Benners, from the same committee, reported back the 
Senate bill to amend section 672 of the Code, with the fol¬ 
lowing amendment, as an additional section : Section — . Be 
it further enacted, that any judge of probate who converts 
to his own use, or permits any other person to use any mon¬ 
eys paid into his office by virtue of the provisions of this 
act shall be liable to indictment, and on conviction, shall 
forfeit his office, and be punished as if he had feloniously 
stolen such money. The amendment was adopted, and the 
bill read the third time, and passed. 

Mr. Stansel, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the Senate bill to amend section 1576 of the Code. The 
report was cancurred in. 

Mr. Posey, from the same committee, reported back the 
Senate bill to prevent the commission of certain trespasses, 
with the following amendment after the words " on land 
not his own," in section one, line 4, insert the words " will¬ 
fully and knowingly," and in the third line, section second, 
after the words " not his own " insert the words " willfully 
and knowingly." 

The amendment was concurred in, and the bill ordered to 
a third reading. 

Mr. Holley, from the select committee, reported adversely 
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to the petition of citizens of township 13, range 6, east, in 
Calhoun county, and for the reason that it would establish a 
wrong precedent, and open the door to interminable local 
legislation. 

Mr. Lyon, from the committee on Ways and Means, to 
which was recommitted the bill to compensate Colonel J. W. 
Echols for services rendered in purchasing stores, etc., re¬ 
ported the same back, in accordance with instructions, 
amended by striking out "three thousand," and inserting 
" twenty-two hundred." 

Mr. Mason moved to lay the bill and amendments on the- 
table, which was lost.

To exempt the property of widows of soldiers, etc.; 

Reported as a substitute therefor a bill to exempt from 
taxation a certain amount of property of volunteers, and the 
widows of deceased volunteers. 

The substitute was adopted, and read the third time, and 
passed.

SPECIAL ORDER. 

The House then proceeded to the consideration of the 
special order, it being the bill to authorize the suspension of 
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specie payments by the banks of Alabama until twelve 
months after the ratification of peace. 

Mr. Mabry moved to amend by an additional section, as 
follows: 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, that the chartered banks of 
this State be allowed interest, at the rate of 8 per cent, per 
annum, on the bonds taken by said banks respectively, under 
an act to legalize the suspension of specie payments by cer¬ 
tain banks of Alabama, approved 2d February, 1861, from 
the time said bonds were taken under the provisions of said 
act, and from the time the money was paid to the Governor. 

Mr. Lyon moved to amend the amendment as follows: 

Provided said banks shall not be authorized to issue more 
than two dollars for one, founded upon any bonds of this 
State they may have obtained by advance made to the State. 

Pending which, the hour of IV 2 having arrived, the House 
adjourned. 


MONDAY, December 2, 1861. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by Rev. Dr. Manly. 

Leave of absence was granted indefinitely to Messrs. With¬ 
erspoon, Hughes, Butler, McClelland of Limestone, Malone 
and Snodgrass. 

Mr. Lawler, from the majority of the select committee to 
which was referred the bill to amend an act to regulate judi¬ 
cial proceedings, reported a substitute therefor; and that 
the committee have had in view, in framing the bill, the 
rights of creditors und forbearance to debtors. The question 
of regulating the collection of debts without injury to one 
class or prejudice to the other, is one of peculiar difficulty 
in the present condition of the country ; and while nothing 
exists to justify the departure from the obligations imposed 
upon a legislator by the Constitution, we hold it to be the 
duty of those to whom the interests of the country have 
been confided, to make a sacrifice of favorite schemes upon 
questions of policy, if the public good will be subserved 
thereby. During the existence of the war now being waged 
by a despotic tyrant on one side, and one struggling to main¬ 
tain constitutional liberty on the other, all the people of our 
State, with but a few ignoble exceptions, have manifested 
not only a willingness but a determination to withhold noth¬ 
ing at their command which will aid in repelling the invader. 

The capitalist has contributed freely his money, and the 
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planter his produce, while all classes have gone to the rescue 
upon the field of battle. 

These are noble evidences of the patriotic spirit of our 
people, and evince a determination to preserve our liberties 
or perish in the struggle for their maintainance. 

In view of this self-sacrifice and heroism, this General As¬ 
sembly can have no desire to alienate one class from another 
nor to ohill the patriotic ardor of a single man in the State. 

We have therefore endeavored to frame a bill which will 
protect the rights of all ; and in doing that, we assure both 
creditor and debtor that they may safely rely upon their 
State government— to which they owe their first allegiance 
— for the protection of private rights as well as the public 
interests. 

Without enumerating all the provisions of the bill which 
we now submit, we may state that it does not close the doors 
of the courts. It enables creditors to sue as now provided 
by law, without changing the process up to the time execu¬ 
tion may be levied. It then intervenes to prevent the sacri¬ 
fice of property by forced sales at a time when money is 
scarce, cotton unavailable, and property not in demand at 
fair prices. 

The bill stays executions six months after the removal of 
the blockade of our ports, unless the property of the de¬ 
fendant should bring its appraised value, to be determined 
by the value of such or similar property on the first day of 
J an'y, I860, a time when the country was at peace, and pros¬ 
perity attended every branch of trade and industry. 

The debtor is further protected by the provision that the 
plaintiff shall pay all cost if an execution is levied and the 
property, when offered for sale, does not bring the valuation 
as provided in the bill. 

The bill also provides that the property of no volunteer or 
his surety can be sold under execution until six months after 
the discharge of the volunteer, nor until six months after 
the removal of the blockade, if he should be discharged be¬ 
fore the blockade is removed. 

As there exists a necessity for the State to raise money 
from all legitimate sources, a tax of 2 ¥2 per cent, is imposed 
on all debts upon which suits may hereafter be instituted, 
and also upon all debts now in judgment or upon which suit 
has been commenced before the date of this act, provided 
the plaintiff should order an execution to be issued and 
levied. 

While this provision will tend to discourage suits, it will 
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not prevent the creditor from availing himself of his reme¬ 
dy at law in all cases where delay would defeat the collec¬ 
tion of his debt, either because the debtor might be wasting 
his property, or in cases of open accounts where the debtor 
should refuse to close it by note and the creditor might be 
dependent upon the life of a single witness to establish such 
account. 

Moreover, as the tax would be one for the defense of the 
State and thus contribute to the protection of the person 
and property of the creditor, he should not deem it a hard¬ 
ship to pay it. 

After a free interchange of opinion as to the principles 
which should be embraced in a stay law, in the present con¬ 
dition of the country, seven of the nine members composing 
your committee have united in instructing the accompany¬ 
ing bill to be reported, and we hope it may receive the fa¬ 
vorable consideration of the House of Representatives and 
of its co-ordinate branch of this Legislature. 

The substitute reported by Mr. Lawler was read. 

Mr. Boyles, on behalf of himself and Mr. Pickett, the 
minority of said committee, reported a substitute for the 
original bill, which was road. 

On motion of Mr. Starke, the whole subject was laid on 
the table, and 150 copies of each of the substitutes so re¬ 
ported, were ordered to be printed. 

The following message was received from the Governor, 
by Mr. Allbright, his Private Secretary: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, Ala., Dec. 2, 1861. } 

To the Senate and 

House of Representatives of the State of Alabama : 
GENTLEMEN : 

By an act entitled " an act for the sale of the swamp and 
overflowed lands of the State of Alabama, and for other 
purposes,” approved Feb. 8th, 1861, the Governor was au¬ 
thorized and required to appoint five commissioners to fix 
and determine the price of said lands, and report the same 
to him or such other officer as may have the public lands in 
charge, &c. 

Afterwards, on the 20th March, 1861, an ordinance was 
adopted by the State Convention, the second section of 
which declares that all land selected by said commissioners 
as swamp and overflowed lands, but for which no patents 
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were issued by the United States to this State, are hereby 
declared to be public lands of the State, and subject to dis¬ 
posal under the laws prescribed for the sale and disposal of 
other public lands of the State. 

As no patents have been issued for any part of the lands 
selected by the agents appointed for that purpose, all the 
lands selected by virtue of this ordinance become public 
lands, and subject to sale as other public lands. 

The act of the Legislature already referred to, of 8th Feb., 
1861, directed a different mode of selling said lands, the 
ordinance being of later date and from the supreme power 
of the State, must control the act of the Legislature. 

This being true, and it also being true, that no patents 
have boon issued for any part of said lands, they become 
public lands of the State, and not liable to be sold as pre¬ 
scribed by the act of the Legislature. 

I deem it therefore unnecessary to appoint commissioners 
as required by said act. For a full understanding of the 
subject, I refer yon to the acts of the 24th Feb., 1860, the 
8th Feb., 1861, and the said ordinance of the Convention of 
20th March, 1861. By said ordinance the Governor was au¬ 
thorized and required to rescind the contract with the com¬ 
missioners to select the swamp and overflowed lands, with 
their consent. 

As no fund was provided by said ordinance, out of which 
to pay the commissioners, I made no proposition to settle 
with them, further legislation being necessary on the sub¬ 
ject. I lay before you herewith a certain proposition in 
writing from the commissioners as a basis of settlement be¬ 
tween them and the State. 

One part of this proposition is impracticable, so long as 
said ordinance stands unrepealed. The commissioners pro¬ 
pose that the lands selected by them be sold as provided for 
in the act of 8th Feb., 1861, and that they be paid out of 
the proceeds of such sale for their services according to their 
contract. By this contract the commissioners are to receive 
20 per cent, of the net proceeds of said lands after the sale 
thereof. 

This is their proposition now submitted, and that the sale 
be made under the act of the 8th Feb., 1861. The ordinance 
of the convention of 20th March, 1861, repeals this act, and 
of course the lands could only be sold as other public lands 
are required to be sold. 

If the commissioners are to be paid out of the proceeds of 
the sales of said lands, then an act should be passed author- 
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izing the commissioners of public lands to do so. If, how¬ 
ever, they are to be paid by money drawn from the treasury, 
then an appropriation should be made for that purpose.

By Mr. Rives, to enable the Montgomery and West Point 
Rail Road Company to issue change bills ; which was read, 
and on motion of Mr. Starke, laid on the table. 

By Mr. Aiken, for the relief of William Owens, jailor of 
Randolph county ; which was read the first and second times 
and referred to the committee on Accounts and Claims. 

On motion of Mr. Stansel, the vote by which the House 
concurred in the report of the committee on the J udiciary 
adverse to the Senate bill to amend section 1576 of the Code, 
was reconsidered. The House again concurred in said 
report. 

Mr. Lawler by leave presented a communication from 
Felix G. Norman, chairman of the committee of safety of 
Franklin county ; which was referred to a select committee 
of five, composed of Messrs. Nelson, Cabaniss, Sykes, La¬ 
tham, and Posey. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 

The hour of 11 o'clock having arrived, the House resumed 
the consideration of the special order, it being the bill to 
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amend an act to make an appropriation to supply the I nsane 
Hospital with furniture, &c. 

The question recurred on motion of Mr. Langdon to strike 
out the word " free” before the words " persons of color." 

Pending which, the hour of 12 having arrived, the Senate 
by invitation appeared within the hall of the House for the 
purpose of inaugurating the Hon. J ohn Gill Shorter, Gov¬ 
ernor elect of the State of Alabama. 

The Governor and the Governor elect, with Rev. Basil 
Manly, chaplain of the day, escorted by the committee of 
arrangements, and the marshal of the day, took their places 
upon the Speaker's platform, when, after prayer by the 
chaplain, 

The Hon. J ohn Gill Shorter, Governor elect for the State 
of Alabama, delivered the following I naugural Address: 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

According to the legally expressed will of the people, I 
am present to-day to take the oath, and assume the du¬ 
ties prescribed for the Chief Executive of the State of 
Alabama. Diffident as I well might be at any time, to un¬ 
dertake a trust of such large responsibility, now that we are 
in the midst of momentous events, requiring vigilance, for¬ 
titude, labor and skill, beyond the ordinary demands of our 
internal administration, the stoutest heart and wisest intel¬ 
lect might hesitate, in view of all the just expectations of 
the country. But with an unwavering faith in the God of 
Providence, and humbly invoking his sustaining power and 
guidance, I shall earnestly address myself to the work before 
me ; and the cheering prospect of a great people, well know¬ 
ing the inestimable value of liberty, cordially united as 
brothers in its defense, affords the gratifying assurance that 
an entire self-consecration to the common cause will, at 
least, merit their approbation. 

In response to many partial friends, whose generous pro¬ 
posals induced me to announce myself as a candidate for 
Governor, I declared that, should their preference for me be 
indorsed by the people, I should enter upon the Executive 
office untrammeled by personal or party combinations, and 
with no other purpose than to gain the esteem and confi¬ 
dence of the State, by the diligence with which I should 
strive for the maintenance of her every right, and the ad¬ 
vancement other every interest. And here, on this solemn 
occasion, I renew this declaration and the assurances to you,

and the sovereign people of Alabama whom you have the 
honor to represent in the General Assembly. 

And I am persuaded that the same spirit and purpose ani¬ 
mate you, and that amid the clangor of arms and the thun¬ 
der of artillery, the divisions which sprang out of our former 
Federal relations are ignored, and that from these legislative 
halls shall go forth to rejoice the hearts of a confiding con¬ 
stituency the assured fact that their trusted public servants 
are emulous only for the achievement of that which will 
most surely promote the public weal and protect the honor 
of Alabama. 

I n devising the best means for the attainment of these 
ends there may arise differences of opinion, but as these are 
the necessary result of independent judgment, they will 
more fully illustrate our patriotic devotion when followed 
by a hearty acquiescence in those measures which may obtain 
the legislative sanction. 

As Alabamians we can have no higher ambition, no lof¬ 
tier aim in this life, than to live and labor for this grand 
commonwealth of ours. With almost every variety of soil 
and climate, and product of agriculture, with inexhaustible 
supplies of all those mineral deposits essential to advancing 
civilization, with navigable waters of thousands of miles, 
unsurpassed if equaled, in their providential arrangements 
and adaptation to the demands of commerce, by those of 
any other single State, with extended lines of railway open¬ 
ing up other channels of communication, now so fortunately 
contributing to the public dsfeuse, with a governmental or¬ 
ganization based upon our admirable constitution, securing 
permanency and efficiency, harmoniously blended in the 
administration of its various departments ; and above all 
and better than all, with its great popular heart, devoted to 
liberty yet obedient to law, full of energy and self-reliance, 
respectful of the rights of others and sensitively jealous of 
its own, braving all dangers and daring all things except 
the displeasure of the Almighty— who could not afford to 
suffer— who would not be willing to die for Alabama? 

We have reached an eventful era in the progress of the 
State. Our usual tranquillity and regular pursuits have 
been disturbed by the tocsin of war. The emergency will 
test the mettle and the nerve of the body politic. But the 
historian who records our sacrifices shall, also, record our 
triumphs. Pending the interruption of active industry and 
its appropriate rewards, the people expect the General As¬ 
sembly to devise such expedients as with a rigid economy 
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may alleviate the pressure of unaccustomed burdens, but 
which shall likewise maintain public order and preserve the 
public faith unimpaired. No measures of legislation are, 
however, more delicate, none more hazardous than those 
which affect the finances, or interfere with the legitimate 
pursuits of the people. Governments are instituted among 
men to protect life, liberty and property ; and the great merit 
of our republican system has ever been, that it secures the 
largest enjoyment of all our natural rights consistent with 
the general good. And the especial boast of the slaveholding 
States of America is that we have as a basis of our conser¬ 
vatism an establishment of domestic labor, which gives 
strength and stability to their government. While Alabama 
is now engaged in active hostilities, and the fleets of the 
enemy are hovering upon her coasts, the internal machinery 
of her State organization remains intact in all its parts and 
proportions, and her people calmly repose beneath the shel¬ 
tering aegis of her laws. This assured protection of the 
citizen in all his just rights, as well against internal violence 
as against external wrong, has laid the foundations of our 
public credit and prosperity, and will bear us safely through 
the perils which surround us. While the Legislature shall 
provide appropriate and needful relief amid the disturbed 
condition of affairs, I cannot doubt that it will so guide its 
deliberations as not to weaken but to uphold and strengthen 
our State efficiency and power, and thus justify the confi¬ 
dence entertained by the people in its wisdom and patriotism. 

And as public servants, entrusted with all the vast interests 
of the State, it becomes our duty to fortify her position by 
every means at our command, to stimulate the energies of 
her people, and encourage those internal enterprises and in¬ 
dustrial adventures which shall contribute to the public ben¬ 
efit, to promote the popular intelligence, elevate the public 
morals, and strengthen the public confidence, and to infuse 
and intensify that spirit of State independence, State loy¬ 
alty and State pride which shall link her people in closer 
sympathy, and attach them to Alabama with all the ardor 
of devoted sons. 

I need hardly give assurance that I will cordially co-oper¬ 
ate with the General Assembly in all such measures as 
may promise the accomplishment of the most desirable re¬ 
sults. 

I n J anuary last, after years of patient endurance of wrong 
and insult, under the vain hope of a returning sense of jus¬ 
tice Alabama withdrew from her compact with the United 
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States, and entered into a new federal alliance with the 
States of the South, homogeneous in character and identi¬ 
fied with her in social and political institutions. The exer¬ 
cise by her and her sister Confederate States of their unques¬ 
tionable right, as sovereignties, to withdraw their delegation 
of powers from an agent which had violated their confidence 
and set at defiance their authority, has brought down upon 
their people the malice and vengeance of the despotic gov¬ 
ernment at Washington. The people of the States at the 
North under the control and direction of Abraham Lincoln 
and his conspirators against their own constitution and laws, 
have invaded our peaceful shores, and madly threaten our 
subjugation. When this unholy and cruel war shall close, 
as close it must, in disaster and shame upon the heads of its 
authors, the civilized world will stand amazed at the folly 
and wickedness of a people, whose liberties were achieved 
by the combined toil and commingled blood of their fathers 
and our fathers, fighting together for the inalienable right of 
self-government. 

Our coasts may be ravaged, our cities and towns reduced 
to ashes, our fertile fields may wither beneath the tread of a 
hostile foe, and our happy homes made desolate ; and this 
proud Capitol of a great and free people— its halls sanctified 
by their Ordinance of Secession and the Constitution of the 
Confederate States of America— may be demolished by the 
guns of the enemy ; but the sacred right of self-government, 
inherited from our fathers, and stamped with their life's 
blood, Alabamians never will surrender. 

But as there is a just God above us, who teareth down 
and buildeth up empires, the God of our fathers who con¬ 
ducted them to victory while engaged in the same righteous 
cause, and who has already graciously crowned our arms 
with triumphs, we commit the issues into his hands, and with 
humble confidence and sustaining faith that, though through 
toil and privation and treasure and blood, it must be achieved, 
we shall drive the invaders from our land, and finally estab¬ 
lish these Confederate States of America among the separate 
and independent powers of the earth— 

" States caring not what Freedom's cost may be, 

May soon or late, but must at last be free." 

Warned, however, by the mad fury of the enemy, and the 
mighty struggles now being made, by land and by sea, to 
plunder, oppress and humiliate our people ; and relying, as 
the Confederate States do and must, upon their own unaided 
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power for their defense, it becomes our first duty, as a wise 
people, to develop and husband all our resources, and to de¬ 
vote all the ability of the State to maintain the high position 
she has assumed ; and, in unity with her sister Confederate 
States, to uphold the arm of constituted authority, and to 
fight on, and fight ever, until we conquer a peace, which shall 
not only compel an acknwledgment of our confederate sys¬ 
tem, but which shall bring us a deliverance, full and unre¬ 
stricted, from all commercial dependence upon, as well as 
from all social and political complications with a people who 
appreciate neither the value of liberty, nor the sanctity of 
compacts. Alabama did not separate from them a day or an 
hour too soon ; and while a speedy peace might be grateful 
to our love of ease and present comfort, and might save 
many a heart from anguish, the permanent good of the 
State and Confederacy will be most certainly attained by 
that degree of suffering, that amount of endurance and self- 
sacrifice, which shall consolidate the masses, and unite our 
people in the fixed and irrevocable purpose to maintain as 
perfect independence of the United States as of all other or¬ 
ganized Governments. This we have the right to assert, 
and this, with the blessing of God, whose favor we implore, 
we shall ultimately obtain. 

The oath of office was administered to the Governor by 
the Speaker, when, after benediction by the Chaplain, the 
Senate withdrew, and the House resumed its appropriate 
business. 

On motion of Mr. Pickett, 2500 copies of the I naugural 
Address of the Governor were ordered to be printed. 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the bill to authorize the suspen¬ 
sion of specie payment by the banks of this State, and the 
substiture therefor, were each recommitted to a select com¬ 
mittee of five, composed of Messrs. Lyon, Lawler, Smith, 
Cabaniss and Alldredge. 

Mr. Little, from the committee on the J udiciary, to which 
was referred the Senate bill to amend section 2033 of the 
Code, reported the same back with amendments, which were 
adopted. 

The bill was read the third time, and passed. 

The Senate bill to grant the right of way, lands, stone, 
earth and timber, to railroads in this State, was read the 
first, second and third times, and referred to the select com¬ 
mittee of five, consisting of Martin, of Jefferson, Stansel, 
West, Langdon and Smith. 
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Mr. Davis offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary be instruct¬ 
ed to inquire into the expediency of enacting a law to more 
effectually compel Circuit J udges to hold regular terms of 
court in the various counties of their respective circuits, and 
report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Lawler, the rule requiring the House to 
meet at 7 o'clock was suspended for the day. 

Mr. Walthall, from the committee on Enrolled Bills, re¬ 
ported as correctly enrolled bills of the following titles; 

To authorize Courts of County Commissioners to establish 
gates across public roads ; 

To amend the law on the subject of Town Corporations ; 

To incorporate the Southern Salt Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany ; 

To prevent the sale of liquors within three miles of Scott- 
ville, in Bibb county ; 

To regulate pay of members of Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Lawrence county ; 

To authorize J ames Porter to erect a gate, &c. 

To amend section 646 of the Code. 

To amend the charter of the Livingston Insurance Com¬ 
pany. 

To amend an act to incorporate the Indian Creek Male 
and Female Academy in Pike county. 

To repeal an act to compel the court of county commis¬ 
sioners of Marshall county to levy a special tax, &c. 

To refund a certain sum of money. 

To require retailers to pay the same license that is paid in 
the city of Montgomery. 

For the benefit of the Military Aid Society of Mobile, and 
for other purposes. 

Making an appropriation to repay a certain loan therein 
named. 

To amend the charter of the Alabama and Florida Rail¬ 
road Company. 

To authorize the commissioners' court of Choctaw to make 
certain appropriations. 

And the House adjourned till 9 o'clock, to-morrow morn¬ 
ing. 


TUESDAY, December 8, 1861. 
The House met pursuant, to adjournment. 
Prayer by Rev. Dr. Manly. 
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Mr. Samuel Wolff, representative elect from Mobile coun¬ 
ty, appeared, was qualified and took his seat. 

Mr. Lawler, by leave, from the committee on Public Lands, 
reported back the bill to authorize the location of a land 
warrant therein named ; which was read the third time and 
passed. 

On motion of Mr. Lawler, the bill to amend an ordinance 
in relation to the waste and unappropriated lands, &c., was 
taken from the table. 

The question recurred on ordering the bill to a third read¬ 
ing.

Mr. Boyles moved to reconsider the vote just taken ; which 
motion was lost, and the bill as amended was re-committed 
to the committee on Public Lands.

And provided further, that the bank be allowed to pay out 
at par all such notes in payment of any claims that may be 
held against the bank.

The petition of sundry citizens of Coosa county, in rela¬ 
tion to monopolies and speculation in prime necessities. 

Said reports were severally concurred in. 

Mr. Horn offered the following resolution :

Mr. Martin of Jefferson, from the select committee, to 
which was referred the Senate bill to grant the right of way, 
land, stone, earth and timber to railroads in this State, report¬ 
ed the same back with amendments, which were adopted. 

Mr. Griffin moved to lay the bill and amendments on the 
table and print 100 copies thereof.

Mr. Lyon introduced a bill to further suspend specie pay¬ 
ments by the free banks of Alabama, which was read the 
first and second times forthwith.

Provided, that the stockholders of any corporation, which 
is or may be a stockholder in said bank, shall, in considera¬ 
tion of the immunities of this act, sign an agreement to be 
personally liable in proportion to the amount they respec¬

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were directly or personally stockholders in said bank ; and 
that in case of the transfer of any stock in such corporation 
which is a stockholder in such bank, the person so transfer¬ 
ring shall be liable for all the acts and doings, and responsi¬ 
bilities of such banks, which arise for and during the term 
of twelve months after the transfer of the same amount, as 
they would have been had such transfer not have been made, 
and that such agreement shall be filed with the Comptroller 
of this State before said bank shall be entitled to the privi¬ 
leges of this act. 

Mr. Williams moved to lay said amendment on the table. 

Mr. Benners demanded the yeas and nays on said motion, 
and it was lost. Yeas 18, Nays 64.

such courts to cause the receiver under the Sequestration 
Act of the Congress of the Confederate States for the district 
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in which such courts may be held to be made a party defen¬ 
dant to such suit or proceedings, and such suit shall hereaf¬ 
ter be conducted, and the action of the court shall be as con¬ 
clusive in all respects as if such alien enemy were a party 
thereto. 

Said amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Starke moved to suspend the rule which adjourns the 
House at half past one o'clock, in order to receive reports 
from committees, which prevailed. 

Mr. Benners moved to reconsider the vote regulating the 
first amendment of Mr. Cabaniss to the bill in relation to 
debts due alien enemies. Said motion was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Martin of Jefferson, the vote by which 
the second amendment proposed by Mr. Cabaniss was adopt¬ 
ed was reconsidered, and the question recurring on said 
amendment, pending which, on motion of Mr. Lawler, the 
bill and amendments were postponed till 7 o'clock to-night. 

Mr. Little, of Sumter, from the Judiciary committee, re¬ 
ported back the Senate bill to authorize executors, adminis¬ 
trators and guardians to rent land, and to amend section 1570 
of the Code. 

The bill was read the third time, and passed. 

Mr. Benners, from the committee on Ways and Means, 
reported a substitute for the bill to establish conventional 
interest, which was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Williams, the substitute was amended 
as follows : That the loan of produce to the Confederate 
States is exempt from the provisions of this act. 

The bill was read third time and passed. 

Mr. Stansel, from the committee on the J udiciary, report¬ 
ed back the Senate bill to allow compensation to executors, 
administrators and guardians, in certain cases, with amend¬ 
ment by way of proviso, as follows:

To cause a registration of outstanding claims against the 
counties of De Kalb and Covington ; 

To make W. W. Armistead, a liner between Monroe and 
and Clarke counties, a citizen of Clarke county ; 

For the benefit of the minor heirs of S. A. Watts, de¬ 
ceased, and also concurs in the amendment to the caption of 
said bills ; 

To facilitate the equipment of volunteers, and for the pur¬ 
chase of arms. 

The House concurred in the amendment made by the Sen¬ 
ate to the House amendment to the Senate bill for the relief 
of Wm. J ohnson and other tax collectors. 

The Senate bills— 

To exempt ministers of the gospel from road duty in 
Walker county ; 

To amend the charter of the town of Gainesville ; 

To amend an act therein named ; 
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To transfer the executorship of Robert Craig, deceased, 
from the probate court of Sumter county to the probate court 
of Dallas county ; 

Were severally read the first, second and third times and 
passed. 

The following Senate bills were severally read the first 
and second times forthwith, and referred to appropriate com¬ 
mittees— 

To extend the jurisdiction of the probate court; 

To amend an act therein referred to the J udiciary com¬ 
mittee. 

The bills— 

To amend an act to incorporate the Eufaula Marine and 
Fire Insurance Company, approved February 9, 1861;

Were severally referred to the committee on Corporations. 

For the relief of White, Pfister & Co.; 

For the relief of Washington Breakfield, jailor of Cham¬ 
bers county ; 

For the relief of Fielding Love, jailor of Calhoun county, 
and other persons therein named— to committee on Accounts 
and Claims. 

The Senate bill to continue the office of commissioner 
and trustee for closing any remaining unsettled business of 
the State Bank and Branches, and to provide for the pay¬ 
ment of the foreign debt of the State, was laid on the table ; 
and also, 

The bill in relation to private roads, was read the first and 
second times and laid on the table. 

The Senate bill to discourage the production of cotton, 
was read the first time. 

Mr. Rainer moved to lay the bill on the table. 

On motion of Mr. Posey, the bill was postponed till Tues¬ 
day next. 

The Senate bill supplemental to two several acts in rela¬ 
tion to the manufacture of salt, was read the first and second 
times forthwith.

Said bills were severally read the first, second and third 
times forthwith, and passed. 

Mr. Griffin presented the account of Wm. D. Walker, 
jailor of Marshall county, which was referred to the com¬ 
mittee on Accounts and Claims. 

Bills were introduced— 

By Mr. Parke, for the relief of the citizens of township 
12, range 22, in Pike county. Referred to committee on 
16th Sections. 

By Mr. Little of Sumter, to authorize Wm. H. Coleman, 
guardian of the minor heirs of J ames H. Thompson, de¬ 
ceased, to purchase lands for the benefit of said minors. Re¬ 
ferred to committee on the J udiciary. 

By Mr. Lee, to amend the road law, section 1170 of the 
Code. Referred to the committee on Roads, Bridges and 
Ferries. 

By Mr. Ellis, to change the time of the election of Repre¬ 
sentatives from Alabama to the Congress of the Confederate 
States. Referred to the committee on Privileges and Elec¬ 
tions. 

And then the House adjourned. 


THURSDAY, Dec. 5th, 1861. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Parker, Representative from Barbour. 
Mr. Speaker laid before the House the record of divorce 
in the case of Williamson v. Williamson, which was referred 
to the committee on the J udiciary. 

On motion of Mr. Pickett, the Senate bill for the relief of 
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certain volunteers, was taken from the orders of the day, 
read the second and third times forthwith and passed. 

The House resumed the consideration of the bill to pre¬ 
vent corporations from becoming stockholders under the free 
banking law of this State. 

The question being on the adoption of the amendment 
offered by Mr. Williams on yesterday, which was lost, and 
the bill ordered to a third reading. 

On motion of Mr. Posey, the committee on Education was 
discharged from the further consideration of the resolution 
of instructions to abolish the office of superintendent of 
education.

Provided further, that at least fifty per cent, of the stocks 
which may be transferred by any such banks to the comp¬ 
troller for banking purposes, shall consist of bonds of the 
State of Alabama, which shall have been issued since the 
first day of J anuary, 1861, and purchased from the State or 
the treasurer at par. 

On motion of Mr. Little of Sumter, the further considera¬ 
tion of the subject was postponed till Saturday next. 

Mr. Little of Sumter, from the committee on Corpora¬

Said bills were severally read the third time forthwith and 
passed.

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Hearin of Clarke, from the committeen on County 
Boundaries, reported adversely to the petition of sundry 
citizens of Dale county. 

The report was concurred in. 
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Mr. Posey, from the committee on Education, reported a 
substitute for the bill for the relief of Wm. 0. Royer and 
George F. Guiser, trustees of township 3, range 14, of the 
county of Franklin. 

The substitute was adopted, the bill read the third time 
and passed. 

Mr. Lawler, from the committee on Public Lands, report¬ 
ed adversely to the bill for the relief of settlers on public 
lands in Winston county, for the reason that special legisla¬ 
tion was asked in reference to a matter of public interest. 

The Flouse refused to concur in the report, and the bill 
was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Lawler, from the same committee, reported back the

Mr. Griffin reported back the bill for the relief of Wm. 
Owens, jailor of Randolph county, which was read the third 
time forthwith and passed. 

Mr. Miree reported a bill for the relief of Thomas J. 

Parker and others ; 

Mr. Tally, a bill for the relief of W. L. Walker, jailor of 
Marshall county ; 

Which were severally read the first, second and third times 
forthwith and passed. 

COMMITTEE ON SIXTEENTH SECTIONS. 

Mr. Ashley reported a bill for the relief of citizens of 
township 12, range 22, county of Pike, which was read the 
first, second and third times and passed. 

COMMITTEE ON MILITARY AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Boyles reported a bill for the relief of the Citizens' 
Relief Association of Mobile, which was read. 

Mr. Boyles moved to suspend the rule that the bill be 
read a second time forthwith, which motion was lost, and 
the bill ordered to a second reading to-morrow. 
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COMMITTTEE ON PENITENTIARY. 

Mr. Crumpler reported that the committee had met at the 
penitentiary and had examined all things connected there¬ 
with, and found all the convicts well provided for by the les¬ 
see, Dr. Alvin Burrows. The committee ascertained that 
six of the convicts, sentenced for different crimes, are insane 
and have been so declared by the physician of the peniten¬ 
tiary. The committee recommend the passage of a law au¬ 
thorizing the Governor to have said convicts transferred to 
the insane hospital to be taken care of. 

COMMITTEE ON ROADS, BRIDGES AND FERRIES. 

Mr. Holly reported a bill to authorize Mrs. Lucy Little of 
Sumter county to erect gates across a certain public road. 

The bill was, read the first, second and third times forth¬ 
with, and passed. 

COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC LANDS. 

Mr. Lawler reported adversely to the bill for the relief of 
J ames Holland of Marion county. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Lawler, from the same committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred the petition of J ordan J ones ; 

And the bill to repeal section 12 of an act for the sale of 
swamp and overflowed lands, reported adversely thereto, as 
the general land bill provides the legislation therein sought 
for. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Lawler, from the same committee, reported a substi¬ 
tute for the bill to provide for compensating R. F. Cook and 
W. W. J ackson, for copying maps for the use of the State. 

Mr. Lawler from the same committee, reported back a bill 
to amend an ordinance in relation to the waste and unap¬ 
propriated lands in the State of Alabama, adopted March 20, 
1861, with amendments to the 1st and 11th sections ; which 
were adopted. 

Mr. Speaker, (Mr. Starke in the chair,) moved to amend 
the bill by three additional sections, to be numbered sections 
13, 14 and 15 ; which were adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Griffin, the 4th section was amended by 
striking out the words " one dollar and " before the words 
" twenty-five cents per acre." 
h 15 
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On motion of Mr. Little of Cherokee, the 4th section was 
further amended by inserting after the word "amendatory" 
the following words ; "Except in the Coosa Land District, 
and the lands in said district which have not been offered 
for sale for a period of twenty-five years, shall be sold under 
provisions of this act, as if they had been in market for the 
said period of twenty-five years. 

On motion of Mr. Lawler, the 4th section was further 
amended by inserting after the words "per acre" the words 
"to actual settlers, under the provisions of the pre-emption 
law as it now exists." 

On motion of Mr. Alldredge, the 4th section was amend¬ 
ed by adding after the word "situated" the following : "who 
shall be entitled to enter in the proper name of such volun¬ 
teer or applicant, and all such entries thus made shall be as 
good and valid both in law and equity, as if the volunteer 
had made such entry in person ; and he shall be entitled to 
a pre-emption right for the term of twelve months from the 
first day of March, 1862." 

On motion of Mr. Little of Cherokee, the bill was further 
amended by additional section numbered 16, as follows : 

Section 16. That section 29 of the ordinance of the Con¬ 
vention referred to in section 4 of this act shall be so con¬ 
strued, that persons may enter the amount to which they 
are entitled for the use of farms, whether the said lands de¬ 
sired lies adjoining the farm for the use of which it is entered 
or not; which was adopted. 

The bill was then read the third time, 

Mr. Sheets moved to amend by engrossed rider as follows : 

Provided that all the provisions of this act shall extend to 
those who have farms. 

Mr. Alldredge moved the previous question. The call was 
sustained, and the bill passed. 

Mr. Griffin moved to reconsider severally the votes passing 
the bill, ordering to a third reading, and sustaining the pre¬ 
vious question ; and to postpone said reconsideration until 
ten o'clock A. M. to-morrow, and to make it the special order 
for that hour, which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Nelson, from the select committee to which was re¬ 
ferred a communication of F. G. Norman, reported a bill to 
raise an additional volunteer force for the defense of the 
State ; which was read the first, second and third times 
forthwith and passed, and sent forthwith to the Senate.

To amend the law upon the subject of town corporations ; 

To amend an act amendatory of the charter of the city of 
Selma ; 

To refund a certain sum of money ; 

To amend an act to incorporate the Indian Creek Male 
and Female Academy in Pike county, approved February 9, 

1860 ; 

To repeal a certain special road law or laws for the coun¬ 
ties of Conecuh and Monroe ; 

To repeal an act to compel the court of county commis¬ 
sioners of Marshall county to levy a special tax for the pur¬ 
pose of paying the grand and petit jurors ; 

To incorporate the Southern Salt Manufacturing Compa¬ 
ny, and for other purposes ; 

Making appropriations to repay a certain loan therein 
mentioned ; 

Requiring retailers to pay the same license that is paid in 
the city of Montgomery ; 

Also, joint resolution in testimony of the ability, patriot¬ 
ism and fidelity of Andrew B, Moore, Governor of the State 
of Alabama.

Messrs. Speaker, Arrington, Ashley, Bozeman, Brindley, 
Cabaniss, Carter, Coleman, Davis, Foreman, J emison, Lang¬ 
don, Liddell, Little of Cherokee, Martin of Jefferson, Max¬ 
well, McDonald, Perm, Posey, Riley, Rives, Robinson, Slade, 
Thompson of Macon and Walthall. 
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Mr. Walden moved to amend the first section by proviso, 
as follows: 

Provided, that any defendant who has at any time failed 
to pay any installment of interest at the time required by 
this section may by paying all interest due, at any time be¬ 
fore actual sale of his property under execution, restore him¬ 
self to all the benefits of this section. 

Mr. Martin of Jefferson, moved to lay the amendment on 
the table, which motion was lost. 

Mr. Coleman moved to amend said proviso by adding 
"costs" after" interest.” This motion was lost, and the 
proviso was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Benners, the first section was amended 
by adding after the word " Governor," " at or after such 
time an execution or executions may issue for the collection 
of such judgments as now provided by jaw. 

Mr. Davis moved to amend the first section as follows : 

After the words "I860" in the 17th line, 1st section, insert 
" but on all contracts made or debts incurred since the first 
day of J anuary, 1860, the valuation shall have reference to 
the time each particular debt was contracted." 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, said amendment was laid on the 

table. 

On motion of Mr. Walden, the second section, except the 
proviso therein, was stricken out, and a substitute adopted 
therefor. 

On motion of Mr. Burnett, the words " having actual per¬ 
sonal notice of such levy, either to himself, his agent or at¬ 
torney," were added after the word " plaintiff " in the 7th 
line of the 3d section. 

Mr. Alldredge moved to amend the second section by add¬ 
ing at the end " thereof " and shall lose his lien on such prop¬ 
erty," which motion was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Martin of Calhoun, the third section 
was amended by striking out section 2456 of the Code, and 
in,erting " the existing laws." 

On motion of Mr. Alldredge, the 4th section was amended 
by striking out " judgments" wherever it occurs, and by 
adding after " force" " to pay the debt of any such person 
in the military service" 

Mr. Martin of Calhoun, moved to amend the 5th section 
as follows, which was lost: 

Strike out all after the word "during" in the first line, 
and insert " that during the war of the United States against 
the Confederate States of America all property now exempt 
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by law from levy and sale shall be exempt, no matter from 
what court the process may issue." 

Mr. Burnett moved to amend the 6th section by adding 
after" crops," " not held for or exposed to sale in the mar¬ 
kets of this State," which, on motion of Mr. Griffin, was 
laid on the table. 

The House then adjourned till 7 o'clock this evening. 

NIGHT SESSION. 

FRIDAY, December 6, 1861. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

The bill fixiug the time of the meeting of the General 
Assembly of the State of Alabama was read the second and 
third times forthwith, and passed. 

The House concurred in the amendments made by the 
Senate to the House bill for the relief of Levi F. Warren 
and others. 

The Senate bill for the relief of R. A. Moody, and others, 
was read the first, second and third times forthwith, and 
passed. 

Mr. Parke introduced a bill for the relief of sick soldiers 
from Alabama in the army of the Potomac, which was read 
the first, second and third times forthwith, and passed. 

The Senate bill for the relief of the First Alabama Cav¬ 
alry Regiment was read the first, second and third times 
forthwith, and passed. 


STAY LAW. 

The House resumed the consideration of the Stay Law. 

Mr. Boyles moved to amend the 4th section as follows : Add 
that in all cases where suits have been brought, and which 
are now pending, or which may hereafter be brought to re¬ 
cover the possession of property under a deed of trust or 
mortgage under and by virtue of the provisions of an act 
entitled an act to regulate judicial proceedings, and for other 
purposes, approved February 8, 1861, such suits shall be con¬ 
tinued for six months after the removal of the blockade of 
the ports of the Confederate States of America. Provided, 
that the debtor shall pay into court for the creditor in such 
deed of trust or mortgage the amount of interest due on the 
same, together with all court costs, and shall annually pay 
such interest. 

The amendment was adopted. 
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Mr. Reynolds moved to amend section 5, by striking out 
the word " blockade” and insert in lieu thereof " war between 
the Confederate States of America and the United States." 

The motion was lost. 

On motion of Mr. J emison, the amendment to section 5, 
offered by Mr. Burnett, was taken from the table, and is in 
these words : " insert after the word ' crops,' not held for or 
exposed to sale in the markets of this State." 

Mr. Walden moved to substitute for the amendment the 
words " in the hands of the consumer or producer," which 
was adopted, and the amendment thus amended was adopted. 

Mr. Alldredge moved to amend the 6th section by striking 
out the words " die or," which was lost. 

Mr. Stansel moved to amend section 6, by adding after 
the word " defendant," the following : " upon which liens have 
not previously attached" ; which was lost. 

Mr. Benners moved to amend section 6 as follows : In 5th 
line strike out the words " satisfy the execution," and insert 
the words " equal in value to the property which has died or 
been removed "; which was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Martin of Jefferson, section 7 was 
amended by adding the word " agents," after" attorneys." 

On motion of Mr. Martin of Calhoun, the 8th section was 
stricken from the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Latham, the bill was amended by in¬ 
serting an additional section, as follows ; 

Section — . Be it further enacted, that the attachment 
laws remain in full force. 

On motion of Mr. Burnett, the following additional sec¬ 
tion was added : 

Section — . Be it further enacted, that in all cases where 
a debt is due by open account, and the debtor refuses to give 
his note for the same within thirty days after demand, then 
suit may be instituted upon such account and the same prose¬ 
cuted to judgment; and if the plaintiff fail to recover the 
whole amount demanded, may tax or apportion the costs in 
its discretion. 

Mr. Little of Sumter moved to amend the amendment as 
follows: 

Strke out all after the word " demanded," and add " the 
plaintiff shall pay all costs " ; which motion was, on motion 
of Mr. Ashley, laid on the table. 

Mr. Pickett moved to lay Mr. Burnett's amendment on 
the table ; which motion was lost, and the amendment of 
Mr. Burnett was adopted, 
h 16 
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Mr. Sykes moved to amend by an additional section, as 
follows : 

Section — . Be it further enacted, that to prevent suits it 
shall be lawful for a debtor, in any contract made prior to 
the passage of this act, to offer his creditor ample security, 
whether a personal security or a lien on property, and when 
security is accepted the debtor shall have a stay on his debt 
until six months after the removal of the blockade from the 
ports of the Confederate States. If the creditor should 
bring suit after the offer of security by the debtor, then if 
proof of a satisfactory character be made to the court that 
ample security had been one red, the costs of the suit shall 
be paid by the plaintiff ; and when judgment is obtained, 
the defendant shall be entitled to all the benefits of this act. 

Lost. 

On motion of Mr. Boyles, the 4th section was amended 
by adding as follows: 

" And that no suit shall be instituted in any court of this 
State against any volunteer in the service of the Confederate 
States of America, or his surety or sureties, until after he is 
discharged from the service as aforesaid.” 

On motion of Mr. Boyles, the 9th section was amended by 
striking out all after the enacting clause, and inserting the 
following : 

" That this law shall not be construed to discharge the lien 
which has already been acquired by due process of law, nor 
shall the time during which this law is in force be computed 
in any case where the statutes of limitations come in ques¬ 
tion.” 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the bill was further amended by 
additional section, as follows: 

Section — . Be it further enacted, that any debt contracted 
before the passage of this act, and renewed or extended by 
any agreement or arrangement entered into thereafter, shall 
be subject to the provisions of this act, unless otherwise im¬ 
pressed on the face of the contract. 

Mr. Posey moved to amend by an additional section, as 
follows : 

Section — . Be it further enacted, that in all cases in which 
executors, administrators, guardians and trustees shall be 
cited or ruled to make final settlement with the court of 
probate of his accounts, as such executor, administrator, 
guardian or trustee, and it shall appear to the court of pro¬ 
bate, or to the court of chancery, to which any such settle¬ 
ment may have been removed, or be pending therein, that 
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by reason of the provisions of this act the person or persons 
so cited or ruled to settlement have been unable to collect 
the outstanding debts due to him, her or them, as such ad¬ 
ministrator, executor, guardian or trustee, the court shall 
continue the cause until the party so cited to settlement shall 
have been able, by due diligence, to collect all such outstand¬ 
ing claims ; which, on motion of Mr. Griffin, was laid on 
the table. 

Mr. Boyles moved to amend by additional section, as fol¬ 
lows, which, on motion of Mr. Lyon, was laid on the table: 

" And that no executor, administrator, or guardian, shall 
be compelled to sell any property owned by minors or estates 
until after the blockade of the ports of the Confedrate States 
of America is raised, if, in the judgment of the judge of 
probate of the county in which the property is situated, the 
interest of the minors or of the legatees of any estate, will 
not be prejudiced by such delay. 

Mr. Alldredge moved to amend by additional section, as 
follows, which was adopted : 

Sec. — . Be it further enacted, that it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of State to cause to be printed as early as prac¬ 
ticable, 2500 copies of this act, and forward to the probate 
judges in the several counties to be distributed among the 
justices of the peace, circuit clerks and members of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

On motion of Mr. Cabaniss, the repealing clause was 
amended by inserting the word " act," in the last line of the 
bill, and by striking out the word " repealed," and adding 
the words, " suspended so long as they conflict with this 
act." 

Mr. Boyles moved to strike out the repealing clause, which, 
on motion of Mr. Griffin, was laid on the table. 

The bill was then read the third time. 

Mr. Bozeman moved to add the preamble of the minority 
report to this bill, which motion was lost, and the bill passed. 
Yeas 73, nays 12.

" superintendent of education," the words, " unless said office 
be abolished by the General Assembly," which motion was 
lost. 

Mr. Starke moved to strike out the appropriations to the 
superintendent of education, which was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the bill was amended by adding, 

" to the draftsman in the public land office twelve hundred 
dollars.” 

The bill was then read the third time and passed, and or¬ 
dered to be sent to the Senate as soon as engrossed. 

The House then adjourned.

Mr. Lyon introduced a bill concerning advances on cotton, 
which was read the first and second times, and 

On motion of Mr. Sheets, postponed till Monday next, and 
made the special order for the hour of 10, A. M. 
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Mr. Posey introduced a bill to amend the system of public 
schools. 

Mr. Williams moved to amend the bill by a substitute 
therefor. 

Mr. Little of Sumter, moved to lay the substitute on the 
table, which was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Martin of Jefferson, the whole subject 
was laid on the table. 

Mr. Starke in the chair desired lo enter his dissent to said 
motion. 

The House then resumed the consideration of the special 
order, it being the bill to amend an ordinance in relation to 
the waste and unappropriated lands in Alabama. 

The question recurred on the motion of Mr. Griffin to re¬ 
consider the vote on the passage of the bill, on ordering it 
to a third reading, and on sustaining the previous question. 

Said votes were severally reconsidered. 

Mr. Griffin moved to amend the 4th section, as follows : 

After" exists," in the 4th section, and shall also be sub¬ 
ject to entry at one dollar per acre by persons desiring to 
make additions to their farms or plantations, such entries to 
be made under the restrictions of section 30 of the land or¬ 
dinance, adopted 20th March, 1861 and after the word 
" amendatory,” in the 8th line of the same section, add : 

" Provided, all land in this State shall be considered as 
having been offered for sale thirty years and after the word 
"provided," add " further." 

Mr. Smith moved to amend said amendment as follows: 

" Provided that such lands shall not be selected of lands 
which lie within six miles of the unfinished railroads of this 
State.” 

On motion of Mr. Griffin, said amendment was laid on the 

table. 

Mr. Ashley moved to postpone the whole subject until 7 
o'clock to-night, which motion was lost. 

Mr. Smith moved to amend the amendment of Mr. Grif¬ 
fin by proviso, as follows: 

" Provided, that persons residing within six miles of any 
of the unfinished railroads of this State, may go any distance 
outside of said limits and enter lands under the law for the 
benefit of their farms, or they may enter any unoccupied 
odd sections within said limits." 

Mr. Starke demanded the previous question, and the call 
was not sustained. 

Mr. Starke moved to lay the whole subject on the table, 
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and demanded the yeas and nays thereon. The motion was 
lost. Yeas 16, nays 60.

Mr. Starke moved to amend the bill by additional section, 
as follows : 

" Sec. — . That the even numbered sections in the terri¬ 
tory, common to the Alabama and Florida and the Mobile 
and Girard Railroad, be and the same are hereby given to 
the Mobile and Girard Railroad, pursuant to the terms of a 
joint memorial of this General Assembly upon the subject 
of selections of public lands, to aid in the construction of 
the Mobile and Girard Railroad, approved 21st February, 

I860." 

Mr. Alldredge moved to lay the amendment on the table. 

Mr. Starke demanded the yeas and nays thereon, which 
motion prevailed. Yeas 50— nays 23.

" Section — . That each and every volunteer now in the 
service of the Confederate States of America from Alabama, 
or who shall hereafter enter such service, or has heretofore 
been honorably discharged, shall be entitled to one hundred 
and sixty acres of the public lands of this State, and that 
they shall have six months after the conclusion of the war 
between the Confederate and the United States to make a 
selection of the same. Provided, that the widow and chil¬ 
dren or widowed mother of any deceased volunteer shall be 
entitled to the provisions of the foregoing act. Provided 
further, that all public lands in this State which have not 
been donated to the State for railroad purposes be, and the 
same are hereby withdrawn from sale or entry. Provided 
further, that soldiers for four months or a less time shall have 
forty acres ; for twelve months eighty acres, and soldiers for 
the war 160 acres of said land." 

Discussion upon the amendment was suspended to allow 
Mr. Ashley to offer the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That no member of this House be permitted to 
speak more than five minutes at a time upon any question 
under consideration, except upon Senate bill to prevent the 
productive energies of the country from being checked, and 
to make cotton available. 

The House then resumed the subject previously under dis¬ 
cussion. 

Mr. Lawler offered the following substitute for Mr. Mc¬ 
Call's amendment: 

Section —. Be it further enacted, that each and every vol- 
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unteer now in the service of the Confederate States from the 
State of Alabama, or who may hereafter enter such service, 
shall be entitled to enter 160 acres of land, free of charge, 
except the fee of the register and receiver, and locations may 
be made at any time by the wife or any authorized agent of 
any volunteer. Provided, any volunteer who has been hon¬ 
orably discharged from the service, and the widower orphan 
minor children of any deceased volunteer shall have the 
benefits of the provisions of this section. 

On motion of Mr. Lyon, the whole subject was laid on the 

table. 

Mr. Williams moved to adjourn till 9 o'clock Monday 
morning. Lost. 

Mr. Hearin moved to adjourn till 3 P. M., which motion 
prevailed.

On motion of Mr. Little of Sumter, the bill and report 
were postponed to Monday night. 

Mr. Arrington, from the same committee, reported back 
the bill to require parties to civil actions to give bond for 
costs in certain cases. The bill was read the third time 
forthwith, and passed. 

Mr. Walden, from the same committee, reported a substi¬ 
tute for the bill for the relief of Pleasant A. Cumby. The 
substitute was adopted, the bill read the third time forth¬ 
with, and passed. 

The same committee reported adversely to the following 
bills and resolution : 

By Mr. Posey, on the Senate bill regulating the issue of 
executions in cases where one or more of the plaintiffs may 
be dead, &c.; 

By Mr. Benners, on the bill to define the duties of the 
probate judges of this State, (a law of the same character 
having been passed already at this session of the legislature) ; 

By Mr. Pickett, to amend section 6 of an act to regulate 
judicial proceedings, &c., approved February 8th, 1861, (the 
objects of this bill being embraced in two other bills now 
pending in the House) ; 

By Mr. Boyles, on the resolution asking legislation on the 
subject of requiring " all mechanical shops of a public char¬ 
acter to be under the immediate supervision of white men." 

Said reports were severally concurred in. 

Mr. Little of Sumter, from the same committee, reported 
favorably on the bill for the relief of E. J ohn Kirksey. The 
bill was read the third time forthwith and passed. 

REPORTS FROM COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS. 

By Mr. Ashley, joint resolution requiring the Secretary of 
State to furnish for distribution copies of the ordinances 
and constitution of the provisional government of the Con¬ 
federate States of America. Said joint resolution was read 
the first, second and third times forthwith, and passed. 

Mr. Orr, from the same committee, reported back the bill 
to authorize the legal voters of Walker county to elect the 
tax assessor and tax collector when a vacancy occurs in said 
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county. The bill was read the third time forthwith, and 
passed. 

Mr. Orr, from the same committee, reported a substitute 
for the bill for the relief of the tax assessor of Pickens coun¬ 
ty. The substitute was adopted ; the bill was read the third 
time forthwith, and passed. 

Mr. Benners, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the bill to increase the tax on money hoarded, &c. ; also, 
on the 

Resolution to tax spirituous liquors, so as to discourage 
the distillation of grain. 

Said reports were severally concurred in. 

Mr. Lyon, from the same committee, to which was refer¬ 
red so much of the Governor's annual message as relates to 
the seizure under his authority of the steamer Florida, to¬ 
gether with sundry documents relative to the ownership and 
value of said steamer, reported as follows: 

It appears that in J uly last, the Governor, for the reason 
and purposes disclosed in his annual message, directs a mil¬ 
itary officer in the service of the State to take possession of 
the steamer Florida, then forming what was called the mail 
line of steamers running between Mobile and New Orleans. 

On the 15th of J uly, 1861, the officer instructed by the 
Governor to take possession of the Florida executed the or¬ 
der, and appointed, on the part of the State, certain persons 
named to ascertain the value of the boat by appraisement. 

The owners of the boat also appointed appraisers on their 
part to act with those on the part of the State ; but the 
board of appraisers thus appointed failed to agree upon an 
assessment of the value of the boat, and no subsequent ap¬ 
praisers were appointed or assessment of the value of the 
boat made. The boat after being taken possession of under 
authority of the Governor, was by the officers acting under 
his orders, delivered over to an officer of the Confederate 
States navy, and is understood to have been converted into 
a gunboat, and is now in the Confederate States navy. 

The purpose of the Governor in authorizing the seizure of 
this vessel was, that she might be placed under the control 
of the naval officers in command of the Confederate States 
navy at New Orleans, converted into a gunboat, and used in 
resisting the attempts by the government of the United 
States, to enforce a blockade of the ports of Mobile and New 
Orleans. 

The committee understand that the Florida was, at the 
time of being seized, fully fitted and equipped as a passenger 
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boat, having extensive and costly cabin furniture and ar¬ 
rangements for the accommodation of passengers. 

The papers submitted to the committee afford no evidence 
as to what disposition was made of the cabin furniture of 
the boat, or of its value, or whether made after the vessel 
was converted into a gunboat for naval purposes. In addi¬ 
tion to flits, the committee have not been able from the pa¬ 
pers and proofs before them, to arrive at a satisfactory con¬ 
clusion as to the actual value of the boat when seized for the 
public use. They have therefore directed me to report a 
joint resolution authorizing the Governor on such proof and 
information as he may he able to obtain, to fix the value of 
the boat at the time of the seizure, not exceeding a price at 
which the owners admit they offered to sell the same boat 
to the authorities of the State of Louisiana, shortly before 
the seizure ; and upon fixing such value, to pay the same to 
the owners. 

The seizure having been made under the authority of the 
Governor, the committee doom it just that the State should 
in the first instance make the compensation to the owners, 
and look to the Confederate States government for a return 
of the amount paid. 

The report was adopted, and the joint resolution author¬ 
izing the Governor to ascertain the value of the steamer 
Florida, taken for the public use, and make compensation 
therefor, was forthwith read the first, second and third times, 
and passed. 

Mr. Smith, from the committee on Banks and Banking, 
reported back the petition of John Cunningham of De Kalb 
county, it being properly referable to the judiciary commit¬ 
tee, and the petition was so referred. 

Mr. Smith, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the bill to repeal in part an ordinance adopted by the 
Convention of Alabama, so as to place the holders of stock 
of the Confederate States of America, and of the stock of 
Alabama, on an equal footing with the holders of United 
States stock. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Bozeman, from the committee on Corporations, to 
which was referred the bill to amend the charter of the Mo¬ 
bile Wine Company, reported favorably thereto, and the bill 
was read the third time forthwith, and passed. 

Mr. Herron of Barbour, from the same committee, re¬ 
ported back the Senate bill to amend an act to incorporate 
the Eufaula Home Insurance Company, approved February 
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8th, 1864 with amendments thereto ; which was adopted, 
and the bill was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Little of Sumter, from the same committee, reported 
back the Senate bills to amend the charter of the Southern 
Military Academy ; 

To revise and to amend an act to incorporate the Eufaula 
Marine and Fire Insurance Company, approved 9th Febru¬ 
ary, 1861. 

Mr. Boyles, the bill to incorporate the Confederate States 
Express Company. Said bills were severally read three 
times and passed. 

Mr. Boyles, from the same committee reported a substi¬ 
tute for the bill to incorporate the Steamboat Captains and 
Owners' Union Benevolent Association of Mobile ; which 
was adopted and the bill read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Starke, from the same committee, reported back the 
bill to amend the act to incorporate the Woodville Insurance 
Company, with an amendment thereto, which was adopted, 
and the bill read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Alldredge, from the committee on Propositions and 
Grievances, reported adversely to the petition for the relief 
of Miles J. Harper, which was concurred in. 

COMMITTEE ON ACCOUNTS AND CLAIMS. 

Mr. Griffin reported back the bill to pay for the hire of 
servants of the General Assembly, &c. ; read a third time 
and passed. 

Mr. Griffin reported back the bill for the relief of Georga 
Field, sheriff of Greene county, with an amendment, which 
was adopted, and the bill read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Griffin reported adversely to the account of W. W. 

J ackson ; 

Mr. Miree reported adversely to the account of E. H. Gordy ; 

Mr. Lee adversely to the petition of W. S. Freeman. 

Said reports were severally concurred in. 

Mr. Miree reported back the bill for the relief of White, 

Pfister & Co., and the bill for the relief of the editors of the 
Montgomery Advertiser; and Mr. Little of Cherokee, the 
bill for the relief of J ames M. Wright, superintendent of the 
Greenville Military Institute. 

Mr. Penn, the Senate bill for the relief of Washington 
Breakfield of Chambers county ; 

Mr. Middleton, the Senate bill for the relief of Fielding 
Love, jailor of Calhoun county, and other persons, with an 
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amendment, which was adopted, and said bills were sever¬ 
ally read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Coleman reported back the bill to change the time of 
the election of representatives from Alabama in the Con¬ 
gress of the Confederate States ; read third time forthwith, 
and passed. 

COMMITTTEE ON MILITARY AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Burnett, from the committee on Military Affairs, re¬ 
ported back the Senate bill to amend the Military Code of 
Alabama, adopted February 10,1852 ; read third time and 
passed. 

Mr. Burnett, from the same committee, reported back the 
the bill to authorize the Governor to arm and equip troops 
for the public defense, with an amendment, which was con¬ 
curred in. 

Mr. Sheets moved to amend as follows : Provided, that 
every male person over the age of eighteen, whether he be 
the head of a family or not, shall be entitled to one gun ; 
which was laid on the table. 

On motion of Mr. Williams, the 4th section was amended 
by striking out the words " if the number of guns required 
by the public necessity to be impressed cannot be otherwise 
procured.”

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HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 

December 7, 1861. } 

Availing myself of the constitutional privilege of giving 
my reasons for voting against the bill which passed this 
House authorizing the Governor to impress arms in the hands 
of citizens of this State, for the reasons following: 

1st. There are many soldiers in the army, not only of the 
Potomac, but on the coast and in the 7th Alabama Regiment 
in East Tennessee, who have left families at home with but 
one gun, (some being shot guns and others rifles.) necessary 
for the protection of their families. To impress them should 
not be done. Those families have friends who would resist 
to the death any attempt to take such arms out of the houses 
of such soldiers as are absent. There is no discrimination 
in the bill just passed, between soldiers who have gone to 
the war and the men who stay at home. 

2d. There is no necessity for the law. 

3d. The legislature cannot constitutionally deprive any 
citizen of this State from bearing arms for his own defense. 

4th. Martial law not being declared in this State, the bill 
ought not to have been passed, unless some invasion or in¬ 
surrectionary movement had been made. If such had been 
evidenced, then the Governor has the power invested in him 
to call out the militia. 

For these reasons I protest against the passage of this bill, 
and ask this, my protest, to be entered upon the jounals.

The convention next proceeded to elect a Quarter-Master 
General— J. McCaleb Wiley of Pike county, alone being in 
nomination, and having received the entire number of votes 
cast, was declared by Mr. Speaker to be duly and constitu¬ 
tionally elected Quarter-Master General of the State of Ala¬ 
bama for the term prescribed by law. 

The Senate then withdrew.

Your committee also examined the books and vouchers in

Mr. Speaker: 

The committee on the University to which was referred so 
much of the Governor's message as related thereto, have had 
the subject under consideration, and instruct me to report, 
that no legislation is necessary at the present session in re¬ 
lation to that institution, and further to state that notwith¬ 
standing the pecuniary embarrassments under which our 
country is laboring, the University is in a state of great and 
increasing prosperity, a result owning doubtless in a con¬ 
siderable degree to the wise adoption of the military feature 
as a disciplinary measure in the government of the institu¬ 
tion. All of which will more fully appear from the accom¬ 
panying report, prepared by the distinguished chairman of 
h 18 
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the board of trustees, which is hereby recommended to be 
spread upon the J ournal of the House as a part of the report 
of this committee. And further, in view of the relation 
which this Legislature bears to the University as its legally 
constituted guardian, and by way of manifesting our appre¬ 
ciation of the high and responsible trust reposed in us, to 
accomplish all in our power towards elevating this institu¬ 
tion to that merited position which it should occupy in the 
estimation of our citizens, and thus render it what it should 
now be, the pride and ornament of the State of Alabama. 

The committee have instructed me to report the following 
resolution and recommend its adoption by this House: 

Resolved, That deeming it a duty this legislature owes to 
the best interests of our State, and to the cause of liberal 
learning, we do hereby most earnestly recommend to the 
patronage of the people of this State, the University of Ala¬ 
bama as an institution richly endowed, officered by a faculty 
composed of gentlemen of distinguished learning and ability, 
and affording all the advantages and facilities of the highest 
order for the intellectual culture and training of our youth, 
together with all the benefits of a military education. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The trustees of the University of Alabama respectfully 
represent to your honorable bodies, that notwithstanding 
the pecuniary pressure from the war, and the claims of the 
country on our youth, which have almost depopulated our 
colleges in many parts of the country, and caused some en¬ 
tirely to suspend, the University of Alabama is in a State of 
great and increasing prosperity. This is doubtless owing in 
a great degree to the judicious action of the legislature, and 
results from the adoption of the military feature as a discip¬ 
linary measure in the government of the institution. The 
success of the new plan, both on the University and the com¬ 
munity, is conclusively shown by the number of new matri¬ 
culates, which, notwithstanding the pressure of the times, 
exceed those of any previous session. Of the old students, a 
large number have entered the army, generally as officers. 

During the present year, whenever application has been 
made, qualified cadets have been detailed to drill companies 
in a state of formation. Fourteen companies were thus 
drilled, and the success with which this was accomplished 
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may be seen by the following extract from certain resolu¬ 
tions passed by the officers of the third division of Alabama 
militia. 

We, the officers of the third division Alabama militia, en¬ 
camped at the Demopolis fair ground, for the purpose of 
perfecting ourselves in militia drill and discipline, having 
been furnished by the kindness of Dr. Garland, president of 
out State University, with the services of the following 
named cadets of said institution, to wit: Ellerby, Prince, 
Chambers, Garland, King, Bell, Riddle, Rembert, Hatch, 

Yancey and Little, to assist our military training, have with 
pride and pleasure witnessed their untiring efforts to impart 
us instruction in military drill and discipline; therefore 

Resolved, That we are under lasting obligations to the 
young gentlemen, and tender to them our sincere thanks for 
their kind and patient efforts to impart instruction to us, 
and we assure them that our short, but pleasant and profita¬ 
ble association with them, has impressed us with opinions 
of their worth, which cannot be easily effaced. 

2. Resolved, That the high toned, gentlemanly and correct 
demeanor of the young gentlemen, afford a better commen¬ 
tary upon the institution of which they are members, than 
any we can offer, and has impressed us with the fact that our 
State University should be the pride and care of every citi¬ 
zen who feels an interest in the proper training of their 
sons, and if properly patronized and sustained, will make it 
a blessing not only to the rising generation of our own State, 
but of the whole South. 

As many young gentlemen offered to enter the University 
not sufficiently advanced to enter the lowest class, and some 
desired to acquire military knowledge only, the trustees at 
their last session established an academic department, into 
which young men are admitted, from the age of 12 years 
and upwards. A gentleman of high qualifications has been 
employed to superintend it, who will remain constantly with 
the cadets of this department during study hours. These 
cadets are to be formed into a separate company and brought 
as fully under military rule as the other cadets. This de¬ 
partment will in fact be a great nursery for the University 
cause, and at the same time offers to the public, we venture 
to say, a preparatory school unsurpassed in the Confederate 
States, to such as have to send their sons from home for the 
training necessary to enter college.

As already observed, many of the former cadets who have 
not completed their University course have entered the ar¬ 
my. But for this cause, the pecuniary condition of the 
whole country, we should now have from 160 to 200 cadets. 

The martial ardor and love of country which so rapidly 
filled the ranks of our armies, were equally felt within the 
walls of our University, and it was with great difficulty that 
the cadets were prevented from joining the army in a body. 

This operated to reduce the number of graduates.

BUILDINGS. 

The trustees have caused the lower story of the Madison 
building to be converted into a mess hall, and have erected 
a suitable building for a kitchen, bakery and store rooms, 
the upper part of which is appropriated for a hospital. They 
have also altered the construction of the dormitories, so as 
to adapt them better to the military system. These build¬ 
ings and improvements have been made on the most ap¬ 
proved and economical plan, and will probably cost $6,000. 
The other buildings have also been repaired. The present 
buildings of the University will not accommodate more than 
150 cadets ; and foreseeing a great increase in the number 
of cadets, the trustees before the breaking out of the war, 
contracted for the making of 750,000 brick, with the inten¬ 
tion of erecting another building, which will certainly be 
necessary on the return of peace. The cost of the building 
will probably be $20,000. 

The income of the University arises entirely from the 
State annuity, the interest on the small portion of the origi¬ 
nal endowment remaining, and the tuition fees of the cadets. 
No income whatever is derived from the clothing and board¬ 
ing of the cadets, which are charged to them at cost, with 
the necessary charges of this department. These charges 
are therefore less than they could be afforded by individual 
enterprise. 
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The trustees have inaugurated this system at the command 
of the legislature, and its success has been such as to sur¬ 
pass the most sanguine wishes of its friends; they therefore 
confidently hope that the legislature will, as its necessities 
may require, furnish the means to enlarge the capacity of 
the University, so that it may accommodate all who may 
apply for admission. 

At the return of peace the Southern Confederacy, taking 
its place among the nations of the earth, will enter upon a 
new phase of existence. 

It must not only provide against foreign aggressoin but 
must also be able to defend itself, and guard its institutions 
against an unscrupulous enemy occupying an immense con¬ 
terminous boundary. 

To fill its destiny and to prevent the necessity of an im¬ 
mense standing army, it is necessary only that our martial 
population should be instructed in the art of war, including 
artillery practise and cavalry drill. The University as now 
constituted offers to furnish this instruction in the best mode 
and with the smallest expenditure of time and money. 

Whilst our young men are acquiring the education neces¬ 
sary to lit them for the ordinary pursuits of civil life, they 
are also by this system instructed in the art of war, and this 
is accomplished without at all infringing on the time neces¬ 
sary for the acquisition of their ordinary scholastic knowl¬ 
edge. In addition, it is proper to mid, that the indirect 
effects of the military system, as established here, would of 
themselves justify its introduction. The habits of order, of 
punctuality, of obedience to authority, of personal neatness, 
acquired at the University, must and will exercise an impor¬ 
tant influence over the future of those who are so fortunate 
as to become its inmates. 

The mere physical improvement of the student, arising 
from sufficient and regulated exercises and regular habitants 
of itself an enormous advantage, and is distinctly visible in 
the improved health of the cadets. 

I n conclusion, on the part of the people of the State, and 
as the constituted guardians of this great institution, we 
commend it to the fostering care of the Legislature.

The hour of 12, M., having arrived, and no response 
having been received from the Senate to the foregoing reso¬ 
lution, Mr. Speaker said: 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

After a pleasant intercourse of over six weeks, the time 
has arrived for us to separate and return to our homes. It 
has fallen to our lot to discharge our legislative duties at a 
time without a parallel in the history of Alabama. Engaged 
in deadly strife for our national independence with a vindic¬ 
tive enemy of more than twice our strength in numbers— a 
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full development of all our resources are required for the 
emergency. Our ports are blockaded and the ordinary chan¬ 
nels of trade are closed up. The great staple of our coun¬ 
try is without a market, and many of the necessaries of life 
are held so extortionately high that only the wealthy can 
purchase them. Hence it has become necessary for a course 
of legislation altogether unusual, which in time of peace 
would in my opinion be highly improper. Giving to the 
subject all the reflection which we were capable of in the 
limited time we were permitted to act, we have endeavored 
to pass such laws as would best suit the country during the 
existing war. These laws may fail to come up to the expec¬ 
tations of our constituents. They may fall short of their 
requirements. They may fail to relieve the country of the 
distress which is always attendant upon war. If they do, let 
us ask the people not to judge us hastily, and if they must 
condemn our acts, to give us credit for at least good inten¬ 
tions. Without any reflection upon our capacity as legisla¬ 
tors, we can well plead that the unusual situation of the 
country requires such unusual remedies, that the wisest of 
statesmen may err. Let us entreat them as a band of 
brothers, having the same interests and the same destiny, to 
be mutually forbearing towards each other, and when we re¬ 
turn here eleven months hence, we will be better prepared to 
correct such errors as we have committed in our present legis¬ 
lation. 

I said that our intercourse had been pleasant. When we 
first assembled, most of us were strangers to each other, but 
as time passed on we have gradually become acquainted, and 
attachments have been formed which will be long remem¬ 
bered in after life. 

We have had no party strife to distract our deliberations 
and divide our counsels, but moving together harmoniously, 
we have all been striving for the best interests of the coun¬ 
try. I n the midst of these pleasant reflections, however, 
there is one source of pain, for alas, one of those who first 
assembled with us, is no more. J ust as we had commenced 
to appreciate his character, he was suddenly snatched from 
our midst, and he now sleeps in death, no more to mix with 
his fellow-men on earth. Let us give him a place in our 
memory. 

I n conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to say that I entered 
upon the discharge of the duties of this position— which 
your partiality conferred upon me with so much unanimity 
— with fears that I might prove unequal to the task ; hence 
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the resolution which you have this day unanimously adopted, 
is peculiarly gratifying, for it inspires me with the hope 
that my efforts to discharge my duty impartially, are proper¬ 
ly appreciated by this body. 

If, however, in the excitement of the moment, I have 
given cause of offence to any member, I ask to be forgiven, 
for I can assure him that it has been unintentional on my 
part. I have never entertained any but the kindest feelings 
towards every member of this body ; and after the flattering 
manner in which you have been pleased to express your ap¬ 
preciation of my services as your presiding officer, I would 
be ungrateful indeed not to feel deeply sensible of your ap¬ 
probation and kind regard. 

I herewith tender you, gentlemen, my unfeigned thanks 
for this evidence of your esteem. I n behalf of the clerks 
and other officers of this House, I return you their sincere 
acknowledgements for your flattering notice of their ser¬ 
vices. 

And now, gentlemen, the tones of the Capitol clock— tell¬ 
ing the hour of midnight— remind us that our duties here 
for the present are terminated. I bid you all a kind adieu, 
hoping that you may each meet your friends and families in 
health, and with pleasure, that we may all be permitted to 
return here next winter, to resume our labors with renewed 
energy, and with brighter prospects for rendering useful 
service to the State. 

I now pronounce this House adjourned sine die. 

And then at a few minutes past 12 o'clock, P. M., the House 
adjourned sine die.
